The Murray family has been a prominent family in 
the British Empire and a illustrious and widespread family 
in the United States, its members having played important 
roles in the foundation of the Young Republic both in war 
and in peace. Every Murray has just cause to be proud of 
their family history and traditions. 

In the records of England, Scotland and Ireland is found 
the following regarding the origin of the name Murray; 
Murray is amongst the most ancient of any surname in 
Scotland. Some historians say the Murrays derived their 
name from a people called Maravii, who came from 
Germany, and are said to have performed many great 
exploits in Scotland, in favours of King Corebred I against 
the Romans. Others are of opinion that they assumed that 
surname from the country of Murray, where they had 
large possessions in the early times. 

The latter opinion is substantiated in Lower’s 
Patronymica Britannica where it is said that, ‘The 
founders of the clan of Sutherland settled in the 12th 
Century in the province of Murref, Moray or Moravia, 
this area comprises the modern counties of Murray and 
part of Inverness and Banff where the family for several 
generations assumed the name of Murref or De Moravia. 

The name Murray (Murriay, Murry, O’Murray or 
O'Murrey) is derived from The Gaelic-Muireadach, 
meaning a seaman, a mariner, or a Lord. The ancient 
name was also pronounced Murrach and signifies 
“Capable.”

John Murray, bom June 20, 1814 in Green Wells, 
Melrose, Rexburgh Scotland, to Elizabeth Elliot and 
Andrew Murray. Married Sarah Bates, Oct. 28, 1833.

JEREMIAH HATCH MURRAY 

Jeremiah Hatch Murray, son of John Murray and 
Sarah Bates, was bom July 11, 1844 in Lucerne Township, 
Monroe, County, Michigan. 



John Murray came from Scotland in 1831 
with the British Army, during the Canadian Border 
trouble. He soon left the British and joined the 
Americans. Sarah Bates came from Ireland, year not 
known. While the family was living in Monroe County, 
Michigan, Jeremiah Hatch, a Patriarch, came to their 
home as a Mormon missionary and converted John and 
Sarah to the Church. When their son was eleven days old, 
they were baptized, the baby blessed and named, Jeremiah 
Hatch Murray. 

The family then started westward, reaching Salt Lake 
City after many stops and hardships, in 1852. Jeremiah was 
a lively, ambitious boy, helping his parents with their 
gardens and crops. On the sixth day of February, 1863, he 
married Karen Marie Nielson, a young convert from 
Denmark. On March 4, 1865 he married Miss Mary Ash¬ 
by, a convert from England. This was a plural marriage. 
He then volunteered to go as a missionary to Muddy, Utah 
(southern Utah) to make a settlement. There in this new 
settlement he helped to establish a new branch of the 
Mormon Church. 

It was in this capacity that the young and adventurous 
heart of Jeremiah filled with a desire to better the con¬ 
ditions of his people. He performed many duties of the 
most trying and stirring nature. Surrounded by hostile 
tribes and in a desert land nearly 200 miles from the 
nearest source of provisions, he was compelled from time 
to time to leave his wives and go to Pine Valley for 
provisions. At times the family had nothing left but green 
corn. This was grated on the bottom of a tin plate which 
was made of nail holes, and from this corn they made 
porridge. Once before he returned the Indians destroyed 
most of the corn field and many a night the tired family 
went to bed without supper. While on this trip the men 
were compelled to corral their horses with their wagons 
on the Rio Virgin because of the Indians. One night the 
Indians tried to kill one of their steers with a bow and 
arrow. This enraged the steer and he gored one of the red 
men. The other Indians were unable to save him, so 
Jeremiah and his companions went out into the open with 
their guns and killed the steer. This saved their lives. It 
was only one of many instances where his courage made 
him lasting friends with the Indians. 

When he was in danger at one time, he took his wife 
and baby with him. In the night the Indians drove their 
horses away. While the other men were hunting for them, 
he stayed in camp. He was watching and he saw two In¬ 
dians coming so he hid his wife and baby under the bed in 
the bottom of the wagon and hid in the rocks. The Indians 
looked all over the wagon and then went on without 
bothering a thing. 

In 1866 Jeremiah, now called Jerry for short, returned 
with his family to Spanish Fork. He served as picket guard 
in the Black Hawk trouble under Captain William McKee 
in 1881. He, with Bill Warren and John Beck, contracted 
and furnished the ties and telegraph poles for the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad when it first went from Price 
down Spanish Fork Canyon. In the fall of 1886 he left his 
home and friends and moved to Ashley Valley, Uintah 
County, Utah. On reaching there, he took up a large 


amount of land and began farming. One farm was at 
Jensen, Utah, where he built a large brick house for his 
first wife and family. He then took up some land in the 
Maeser Ward and built another large, brick house for the 
second wife and family. He owned and operated one of 
the first threshing machines in the valley. He was a lover 
of good horses and owned many of them. He was always a 
full giver to help the poor and donations for church ac¬ 
tivities. He and his good wife (the first wife had died) 
Mary, made a home for many motherless children. He was 
a great fruit raiser and used to make molasses and sell it by 
the five-gallon wooden buckets. He died at his home in 
Maeser, Sunday, September 5, 1909. 

He was the father of 18 living children, nine by each 
wife. His family were all ambitious and full of the pioneer 
spirit. One of his mottoes was, "You can always tell a man 
by his chips.”

KAREN MARIA NIELSEN MURRAY 

Karen Maria Nielsen, born Jan. 3, 1846 in Rusgaard 
Hjorring Amptt, Denmark, daughter of Niels Christian 
Nielsen and Karen Sophia Ericksen. Karen Maria was the 
fourth child of a family of nine children all born in 
Denmark. 

Upn hearing the teaching of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints the family embraced it and left their 
native homeland to make their new home in America with 
the main body of saints under the direction of Elder Knud 
Peterson who had just completed a mission in Norway. 
They started their journey from Copenhagen, Denmark 
on November 20, 1855 in cold overcast weather with 447 
saints aboard the Steamship “Ivan” when they arrived in 
England they were joined by 42 British and 30 Italians 
making 508 saints and boarded the John J. Boyd Steam 
ship, they ran into high winds and rough weather they 
suffered many hardships after fifteen months of much - 
sickness and hunger two fires which destroyed much of 
their possessions and 30 deaths and burials at sea, they 
arrived February 15, 1856 in St. Louis Missouri. 

Shorly after arriving in America Karen Maria’s father 
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died of Cholera as did many others and was buried in St. 
Louis. The Saints left St. Louis with the Mortain Lund Co. 
and traveled up the Missouri River to Florance, Nebraska. 
From there little Karen Maria and the other children 
walked along with their mother the entire distance to Salt 
Lake City. Karen at this time was 11 years old with the 
Christian Christensen Hand Cart company consisting of 
three wagons and 11 mules. 

Great-grandmother pushed her hand cart and all her 
belongings and brought seven little fatherless children and 
came gallently on. Two of their oldest children had come 
to Utah two years earlier with another company of saints 
and had settled around Fillmore, Utah so they had an 
urgency to meet with them. As this brief history is being 
written we have no record of Karen Maria ever seeing her 
sister and brother after they arrived in Utah. They arrived 
in Salt Lake on September 13, 1857 and made their home 
in Spanish Fork, Utah. Karen Maria was baptized in 
January 1854, and married Jeremiah Hatch Murray 
February 6, 1863 at the Nielsen home in Spanish Fork by 
John Murray who at that time was a high priest and was 
serving the church as secretary to the High Priest 
Quorum. 

Karen and Jeremiah made their home in Lealand, 
Utah, several years later moved to the Ashley Valley on 
the East side of the Brush Crek where it emptied into the 
Greenriver. Here they homsteaded 600 acres and put it 
into farm land and raised livestock, and a lot of fruit. In a 
few* years they built a nice brick home and raised a family 
of nine children. 

Karen Maria loved her home and her family and 
always said the “Will and love to work is one of God’s 
greatest gifts". We never had a chance to really know 
these great ancestors, my father talked to me a lot about 
his mother, he said she was a small built woman. She was 
very intelligent, with a great love for music. She was 
always kind and gentle, a beautiful seamstress and 
homemaker and he said no one could cook like her so she 
must have been a good mother. Her main virtue w'as 
sharing her faith and her home to the needy. Their door 
was always open. Her death came while she was doing the 
family wash. She was scrubbing their clothes on the scrub 
board she died of heart failure on June 12, 1897. 

THIS IS HER OBITUARY: 

Died at Jensen, Uintah County, LItah, June 12, 1897 of 
Heart failure, Maria, beloved wife of J.H. Murray. Mrs. 
Murray was born in Denmark Jan 3, 1846. She joined the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints in her native 
land and emigrated to Utah from Florence Nebraska in 
the first Hand Cart Company, and ever lived a faithful 
Latter-day Saint. 

Mr. Murray and his nine children all living, have the 
sympathy of the entire community in their sad 
bereavement. The funeral services were held in the 
Mill Ward hall where over 200 or more assembled to listen 
attentively to the consoling words and impressing remarks 
from president Collett and Bishop Billings. The body was 
laid to rest in the Mill Ward cemetery. 

Mr. Murray and family desire to return their thanks 
sincere to all who assisted in any way during the sickness 


and death of their beloved one and especially the sisters of 
the Mill Ward Relief Society who so kindly draped the hall 
for the occasion and also prepared dinner for those who 
came with the corpse from Jensen, a journey of nearly 20 
miles.

RACHEAL ALLRED MURRAY 

History of Racheal Allred Murray, wife of John 
Murray. Taken from the group sheets in possession of Lee 
Allred of Neola, Utah on February 5, 1978. 

When the Ute Tribe of Indians came through this 
valley selling papooses they had taken from the conquered 
tribes they had been fighting, Grandfather Allred bought a 
little girl from them. Also he had a wife and eight living 
children of their own as well as two motherless grand¬ 
children. 

Their hearts were big enough to take on the extra 
responsibilities of the Indian baby, else the Indians 
planned to kill their captives as they could not feed them 
over the winter. This little girl was raised as one of their 
own and she was sealed to them in the house of the Lord. 
The white family learned to love this child and as she grew 
up, she was great help in the home and loved them too. 
Racheal was the name they gave her and Christmas was 
her birthday. 

She later married a white man named John Murray 
and they were married in the endowment house. They 
raised a large family to whom they taught the gospel and 
they were called as missionaries among the Indians. 

Racheal was an Indian child adopted and raised by 
Rueben Warren Allred, a blacksmith, and Lucy Ann 
Butler Allred. Rueben Warren Allred w'as bom November 
18, 1815 in Bedford Co. Tennessee. He died Oct. 6, 1896 in 
Spring City Sanpete County, Utah. His wife Lucy Ann 
Butler, was born Aug. 6, 1914 in Simpson Co., Kentucy. 
She died Dec. 16, 1884 in the Desert, Millard, Utah. 

Rachel Allred adopted, show where born 1847 in 
Springville, Utah, Utah. She married John Murray Jr. 
Rachel Allred Murray died May 5, 1894. Rachel was 
baptized Aug. 29, 1867. It also shows a date 1856 un¬ 
derneath. Her endowment work was done May 3, 1869.

JEREMIAH MURRAY 

Jeremiah Murray, born December 7, 1863, at Spanish 
Fork Utah, to Jeremiah and Karen Maria Nilsson Murray. 

His boyhood days were spent herding cattle in 
Spanish Fork Canyon in the summer and going to school 


in the winter. His education was finished in public schools 
in Spanish Fork. Here he met Christina Nilsson. They were 
Married November 8, 1883, in Vernon, Tooele County, 
Utah. Christina Elizabeth Nilsson, born November 19, 
1865, at Hinderstrop, Qstbr, Sweden, to John Eric and 
Marie Charlotte Johnson Nilsson. 

Nine children were born to this marriage: 

Elda Elizabeth, bom March 25, 1884, at Vernon 
Tooele County, Utah, died June 12, 1967. 

Edith Marie, born September 20, 1886, at Vernon, 
Tooele Utah, died August 16, 1892. 

Julius Guy, born July 3, 1890, at Jensen, Uintah 
Co. Utah. Died Feb. 15, 1976. 

Vernon Lester, Oct. 10, 1893, at Vernon Tooele Utah. 

Vivian Adella, bom July 9, 1896, at Fairfield Utah 
County Utah. 

Mildred Viola, bom March 24, 1900, at Sandy Utah. 

Douglas Jeremiah, bom Dec. 8, 1904, Sandy Utah. 
Died July 25, 1960.

In Vernon, Jerry was engaged in shearing and herding 
sheep for Adam S. Sharp. 

Jerry and family later moved to Jensen, Utah, where 
he was engaged in farming. Edith, their daughter, passed 
away from pneumonia. Christine Murray, being so sad, 
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wanted to move. This time, they went to Camp Floyd, 
Utah, where he was in the mercantile and meat market. 
Here he furnished supplies to the Mercer railroad, which 
was then being built. He also had a store and market in 
Sunshine, Tooele County, Utah, where Jerry had a 
thriving meat and grocery business. 

With the opening of the Uintah Reservation in 1905, 
Jerry moved his family to Vernal, Utah, where they spent 
the winter. Then, in the spring of 1906, they made their 
move, this time to his homestead, three miles east of 
Roosevelt, where he was engaged in farming and stock 
raising. Jerry was an active member of the LDS Church, 
being a ward teacher and a good tithe payer. 

He also took an active part in civic work. He promoted 
the first school at Wilson, which is now known as Ballard 
Ward. He donated the ground, helped build the first 
school house, and was a trustee. Who paid the teachers 
their salaries? The trustees. 

He was a road supervisor on the first road from 
Roosevelt to Fort Duchesne, and was foreman on the class 
H. Canal from start to finish. He worked on many other 
projects which helped to build up the Uintah Basin, 
bringing in the first threshing machine to the vicinity. 

On January 28, 1938, Jerry and Christina’s marriage was 
solemnized in the Salt Lake Temple. He was the hard 
shelled type, underneath was concealed a tender heart 
and a charitable one. He passed away November 1, 1949. 
Christina passed away April 4, 1952. She was bom 
November 19, 1865. 

ELDA ELIZABETH MURRAY CALVERT 

Elda Elizabeth Murray Calvert, born March 25, 1884, 
to Jeremiah and Christine Elizabeth Nilsson Murray, at 
Vernon, Tooele Co., Utah. 

She was the first blessing to gladden the Murray 
home. Elda helped raise the rest of the family of nine, and 
for eight years was very happy with the companionship of 
her sister Edith who contracted whooping cough at the 
tender age of six years. Elda missed her sister very much 
and remembered how sad and frightened she was when 
the dirt was put in over the little box where her little sister 
lay, she spent many lonely days after that. 

Later her parents moved to Camp Floyd where they 
operated a feed lot for the freighters. Elda helped keep it 
clean and hated sweeping out the chips and straw that was

left on the floor. In 1905 the family moved to the Uintah 
Basin, and slept in a wagon box for a bedroom, and 
learned to ride a horse. 

She got a job working for the Merrimans, who operated 
a store at Whiterocks, the Indian headquarters at that 
time. She met Cecil Calvert (one of the surveyors.) On 
Oct. 31, 1906 they rode horse back to Vernal, Utah to be 
married, they had four children, Cecil Murray, Wilma 
Margary, Haden Victor, and Myron Julius. 

She clerked in stores all her married life. Elda was a 
hard worker, fun lover and generous to a fault. She made 
beautiful handwork until her eyesight failed her in later 
years. Elda died June 12, 1967 at Taft California, where 
she had lived since 1928. She was a devoted sister and 
mother.

JULIUS GUY MURRAY 

Julius Guy Murray, bom in a log cabin with a dirt roof 
and floor on the bank of the Green River, in Jensen, 
Uintah County, Utah, on July 3, 1890, to Jeremiah and 
Christine Elizabeth Nelson. 

I remember cause I was there. What a com¬ 
motion when they saw I was a boy as two girls proceeded 
me. I was Christened and Blessed in the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. We moved to Fairfield Utah, 
then called Camp Floyd. My father was in the mercantile 
business and also delivered meat to the Sunshine Mines. 

I began my schooling at age six and my brother 
Vernon Lester was bom about this time we moved to 
Sandy. My father engaged in the butcher business. I 
finished the seventh grade and my sister Vivian Adella was 
born here. We had a five room house and seven acres of 
land which cost seven hundred dollars. We raised a 
garden, hay for the two cows and four horses, pigs for 
meat, and chickens, pigeons and rabbits. I went job 
hunting, and got one with a Mr. Goff, a hard working man. 

We put in long hours, plowing, harrowing, planting, 
choring, irrigating day and night, feeding and grooming 
livestock. My pay was ten dollars a month and keep. He 
taught me a lot of responsibilities, and I observed the 
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Sabbath with this Mormon family. They lived good, clean 
lives. 

I was raised in the Mormon Church, went to Church 
with my mother, and met my first girl friend and took her 
home from Mutual one night and my father wouldn’t let 
me have the horse and buggy, that ended my romance. 

Spring 1905, Uintah Reservation was opened for 
white people to enter. My father and older sister Elda, 
filed for a hundred and sixty acres each, and drew for the 
lucky number. 

With two cows, two teams, two new wagons and new 
harnesses and a few chickens we started for the Reser¬ 
vation. We had sold our home for one thousand dollars 
and we had bought one team that was wild and had to be 
broken. We traveled to Daniels and stayed there for about 
a month. We took seven days from Daniels to Vernal and 
arrived there in time to help with the harvest, working on 
my grandfathers threshing machine, with my uncle Hatch, 
uncle Bill and uncle Johnny Moyes. 

My father was separator man, uncle Bill and Johnny 
fed the grain and I hauled the water. This was a lot of fun 
and we worked until Christmas. I went to the Maeser 
school next term. In the spring we moved to our place on 
the Reservation arriving on Easter Sunday and pitched 
our tent (the first on the reservation). 

My father and I brought timber from the mountains 
to build a house, by fall we had a one room house with a 
dirt roof and floor. We used small cotton wood trees for 
.the lagging on the roof and put burlap sacks on top of 
them to cover the cracks so the dirt wouldn’t fall through, 
believe me that little cabin was warm. 

I rode to Roosevelt horseback that winter to school. 
Roosevelt, a small new town, was three miles from our 
farm, and I finished the eighth grade. That spring with 
team and slip scaper we helped make a canal from the 
Uintah river to get water for our farms, we called it the 
Harding Canal, and it took two years to build it. 

We hauled freight ninety miles from Price in the 
winters. Price was the nearest railroad point and it took 
eighteen to twenty days to make the trip. This was our 
only resource for making any money to live on and care 
for our families. We started clearing our land for farming 
in ten acre plots, and soon had our land under cultivation. 
To make our ditches we plowed two furrows and then 
made a triangle out of two 2x12 planks one side shorter 
than the other. We pulled this up and down the two 
furrows making a deep ditch. 

I hauled a load of wood for Mrs. Shurtliff, who owned 
the hotel and received three dollars for it. I took it out in 
meals and took my girl to supper during intermission at 
the dance. I saw a new girl and told my pal that I was going 
to marry her. I thought she was the most beautiful girl that 
I had ever seen, and I still do. 

Eventually I asked her to marry me and she accepted 
the challenge. I dashed to C.C. Larsons Store and bought a 
plain gold band ring. A short time later we went to 
Vernal and, stayed over night with my Aunt Mary 
Merkley, and next day, December 24, 1910, we were 
married by Don B. Colton. My cousin Murray Merkley 


and his wife Retta, who was Edna’s cousin witnessed our 
wedding. 

On October 25, 1911, our darling baby girl was bom, 
such a lovely little girl, and she still is. We named her 
Marell. When she was a year old we went to the Manti 
Temple and were sealed to one another for time and 
eternity.

We went to Riverside Calif, and went into the 
chicken business, and we went broke, lost every nickle 
and dollar we had. So Guy got a job at Serhman Inst, in 
Riverside. It is a school for Indian children, and an Indian 
gave us an eleven year old daughter whose mother had a 
terminal illness. Her name is Hope, and she is a beautiful 
girl. She is now twenty three years old, and has been with 
us for twelve years and we love her dearly. 

We are thinking of selling our home, and if we do sell 
it we are not sure of where we will go to live, but our 
thoughts go back to Utah where our two daughters and 
families are.

We had good times and 
sometimes got into a fight. I was a good dancer and loved 
to dance. We attended Sunday School too. I always had a 
good riding horse, learned to farm and brand cattle. 

When about eighteen I went to work for Preston 
Nutter a cattle king living at Nine Mile Canyon. A real 
cowboy rounding up the cattle and broke many broncos 
for Mister Nutter, a good life and a hard one. In 1918 I got 
another cow punching job and had influenza bad. I laid in 
bed sixteen days and a man came and cared for me. I 
didn't know him and when I was well I never saw him 
again and no one else saw him. 

Another time while working for the power company I 
was prompted to not cut that line, the current was sup¬ 
posedly off, it was not. I worked for the Union Pacific 
driving six-horses on two big wagons loaded with Gilsonite 
along White River between Vernal and Meeker Colo. The 
Ferry was jammed with ice I drove across, they had told 
me the ice wouldn’t hold my load but it did and I started a 
road across the river. 

I met and married LaVon Caldwell in Vernal, Utah, 
May 25, 1915. We had three children, Carl Vernon, Helen 
Mar, Kenneth Max. 

Besides farming, I spent the remainder of my life as 
Mechanic, took a correspondent course to learn it and 
had my own Garage in Roosevelt Utah, and later in Salt 
Lake City.

I took a nursing training course at the local hospital 
under Dr. J.E. Morton. During the flu epidemic I was 
called to Vernal Utah where I nursed some eight persons 
back to life. Many sorrowing experiences. 

I met my husband, Ormon LaMond Wilkins. He came 
to see his mother and baby brother. We were married 
Nov. 12, 1919 in Vernal Utah, later solemnized in the 
Logan Temple of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. We are the parents of six children Keith Murray, 
Jerry Max, Cody Lamond, Nola Myrl and Kendyl Ormon. 



Glenna Fern Wilkins Cooper, our first blessing, was 
taken from us the day before Thanksgiving, 1979, at age 58 
years, from cancer.

I’m glad I know how to separate the blue jon 
from the cream. With the old dasher churn I could chum 
the butter and mold it neat an square, I remember when 
our Mas butter took first prize at the County Fair. 
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I’m glad I experiended the kerosene lamp, the 
chugger and washboard and No. 3 tub, the coal and wood 
stove in the kitchen, in the front room the organ and 
striped rug. 

I’m proud that I know what a slip knot is and that I 
can milk a cow, can mix and bake some home-made bread 
and make cucumbers into chow. I remember the rustic 
two-holer, with leather hinges to hold the door, and the 
sky for the roof and in winter we swept snow from the seat 
and the floor. There was childish writing upon the walls 
and for tissue an old catalog page. Our kids of today would 
not know what they’ve missed cause they never rubbed 
shoulders with sage. 

My memories are fond of the Fourth of July, we most 
always got a new dress. The Sleeves were not short and 
neck wasn’t low, but we loved them never the less.

Gone now is the Indian with his long braids of hair, 
his soft-beaded moccasins and his high-crowned Sombreb 
(hat), his squaw with her warm and colorful shawl, while 
her tresses so black around her shoulders did fall. Her 
baby a papoose in that day and age, I’m glad I was there 
and rubbed shoulders with sage.

William Riley Murray, bom the year of 1870, Oc¬ 
tober, 4, to Jeremiah Hatch and Karren Maria Neilson 
Murray, in Spanish Fork, Utah County, Utah. He was the 
fourth child in this family of nine'and the third son; six 
boys and three girls. There was nine half brothers and 
sisters, his father being a polygamist. 

Moved to Brush Creek with his parents in 1887. They 
were all hard workers; Riley worked right alongside his 
father. He never slept in after four o’clock in the morning 
through the summertime. The Murray’s home was four 
miles north of Jensen, Utah, near the mouth of Brush 
Creek where it empties into the Green River. 

He met Emma Estella Hunting and on New Year’s 
Day, 1895, they were married. Riley was 25 and Emma was 
18. They had a large wedding party that lasted the night 
and through the next day. Riley and Emma lived for a time 
in Jensen, later purchased some of the land that was his 
father’s, on the Brush Creek. 

A wagon and a team of horses was all he had to start 
their married life. They worked very hard side by side and 
saved to buy their home. They farmed, tanned deer hides 
and made gloves to sell, and cut grain for people to help 
make a living. 

Idling time was one thing he never did! He was one of 
those positive men whose word was always equivalent of 
his bond in financial transactions. The Indians, who were 
often on the war path, would pass, going on their deer 
hunt, with Indian painted ponies pulling wagons with tent 
poles dragging behind. Many times they would stop and 
demand food, threatening if they didn’t get what they 
wanted. 

Later Riley moved to the brick home on the Brush 


Creek. There were seven children born to this union. 
William LeRoy, Marie Elizabeth, Flossie Estella, Andrew 
Hugh, Gladys Elta, Horace Austin, and Violet Ella. 
Horace was born 17 August, 1912 and died 18 February, 
1913, from pneumonia. 

Later Riley purchased more land adjoining the place 
which made six hundred acres. He also had land on Blue 
Mountain that was used for range for the cattle and sheep. 
He was a successful farmer raising all kinds of grain; 
threshed and sold alfalfa seed; had a large orchard; and 
kept a few colonies of bees. 

Emma did her share, helping to shock grain, raising a 
large garden, and raising large herds of turkeys. 

Riley used to play the violin for the dances, he played 
the harmonica and could chord on the piano. A jovial, 
cheerful man, always whistling and happy. He was quite a 
fisherman, catching one of the largest fish reported to be 
caught in the Green River, weighing fifty two pounds, he 
came bringing it home on the horse. 

He drove the school wagon, which was a canvas 
covered wagon for many years, then later a black school 
wagon with flaps on the sides, leather seats on each side, 
and a heating stove to keep it warm. At Jensen he had 
forty acres and a house where he left the wagon during the 
day. 

Riley owned a sheep shearing machine. He 
sometimes would slaughter as many as fourteen pigs at a 
time, they made sausage, hung the hams and shoulders 
and side meat in the smoke house to be smoked with 
Tagalder, a birch-like tree. 

In winter, he would saw large blocks of ice from the 
river and store it in sawdust and straw in the log ice house. 
He was a kind man, good husband and father, loved his 
grandchildren and oft times hacTone'in the saddle with 
him or on his knee. 

In his last years of life he had two dogs, Bill and Bob, 
who were with him everywhere he went, on foot or 
horseback. They were such friends to him, and was with 
him when he went to do his night chores, guarding him, as 
he died of a heart attack, December first, 1937, at age 
sixty-seven. Twenty years later, Emma was laid to rest by 
his side, March 10, 1958.

George William MacKnight (Boon), bom November 
11,1921, at Cub Creek, Jensen, Utah, to Crawford George 
MacKnight and Flossie Estella Murray. Married Sadie

of a heart attack. 


Boon learned to fly with Jack Turner in 1944, making 
his cross country flight to Grand Junction, Colorado. 
Volunteered for the military service, was refused when it 
was determined he was a diabetic. 

He was a rancher, cattleman, canyon guide and 
employee of Dinosaur National Monument. During the 14 
years, he engineered, surveyed and supervised the 
building of roads, campgrounds and other facilities as the 
Quarry expanded. 

Recognizing the problem in the area of water wells 
sanding up, he engineered a trip device to drop down the 
shaft of the wells to extract the sand. 

Run the river with Bus Hatch, shooting the rapids b 
the Green River and Yampa River gorges. At the 
narrowest point in the gorge when Boon hit the first drop, 
with waves eight and ten feet high, the propeller struck a 
boulder that sheared a pin, putting the boat out of control. 
Taking the oars he skillfully manuevered the boat and 
conquered the rapids. Henceforth these rapids were 
christened the "Big Boon Rapids." 

He saw beauty m the sunrise and felt strongly about 
nature. Served as president of the Murray Canal. Member 
of the Cattleman's Association. Forced to retire when he 
became blind, he was more serious about ranching, 
putting in feed lots and fattening beef to sell. With his 
cane he was able to get around to open water holes, feed 
livestock and pump water to them. 

A unique person, he could handle any mechanical or 
electrical problem. A favorite with young people, he had a 
banter that always added gaiety whatever the occasion.

She always 
had big flower gardens around her home, big berry patch 
and vegetable garden, fruit trees. She raised chickens arid' 


turkeys. She used her time well and everything she did was 
well done. 

On June 17, 1896 their first son was born. They gave 
him the name of Elmer Hugh. On June 5, 1898, their son 
Elsworth was born. Due to a severe case of measels his eye 
sight was affected, and he never was as strong as Elmer. 

A baby girl was bom Nov. 3, 1899, named Clara. She 
lived only a day. On Dec. 22, 1905, a baby girl was born. 
They named her Gladys, she died the same day. This was a 
sad Christmas day for the family. 

Elizabeth worked in the Relief Society and helped 
with the sick and their sorrows. The people took care of 
their own dead, and she spent many hours helping them.

Rebecca Murray was born Dec. 25, 1875, at Spanish 
Fork, Utah, to Jeremiah and Karen Maria Nelson Murray. 
She was the sixth child in the family of nine. Here she 
spent her childhood and early school days. 

She was well trained in the art of cooking and sewing, 
working with the garden and keeping the home neat and 
orderly. When she was fifteen years old the family moved 
to the Uintah baisin to a farm her father had acquired on 
the Brush creek. A house was first built of logs to house 
the family, but soon a lovely brick house was built. The 
family was very talented in music. There were the violins 
and guitar, singing, many evenings were spent with friends 
and music. 

Rebecca married Albert Snow 18 Oct. 1892 at her 
parent's home on the Brush Creek. Rebecca was a 
beautiful bride, small in stature with large blue eyes and 
blond hair. Albert, who was ten years her senior, had 
acquired land and a small herd of cattle. By working 
together they made a good home for their family. Their 
first child, a little girl, born Nov. 5, 1894, lived only a 
month. 

Albert ran the Ferry boat across Green River from 
1903 to 1911. Rebecca prepared food for the travelers and 
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beds if needed. During this time they had five more 
children born to them. Milo, Newell, Hilda, Kenneth, and 
Corwin. 

In 1911 they completed the first bridge across Green 
River and did away with the Ferry boat. There was a big 
celebration. Mr. Oliver, the contractor, was to select the 
first person to cross the bridge. He chose Annie Snow, 
Albert's mother, the oldest living person living in Jensen 
(83 years old). Rebecca was chosen to accompany her so 
with old Blacky hitched to the buggy the two women 
crossed the bridge, with cheering and band fare. 

The family then moved to the ranch to live located on 
highway 149, known as the Dinosaur Road. Here two 
more boys were bom, Ross and Woodrow. On Oct. 2, 
1918, Rebecca gave birth to another son, that lived only 
two hours. Oct. 3, Rebecca died of heart failure. She left a 
husband, six boys and a daughter to remember her. She 
was loved by all and the community was saddened at her

passing. She was a faithful Latter-day Saint and worked 
hard, especially in the Primary.

HILDA GLADYS SNOW 

My Mother Rebecca Murray Snow died Oct. 3, 1918 
while giving birth to a baby boy who also died. She left 
our father, two older brothers, and five brothers younger 
than myself. It was hard for all of us, but our father taught 
us the way we should live, to be honest, fair and to do unto 
others as we would be done by. He wanted us to have a 
good education. When any one asked how many children 
he had he always answered six boys and each has a sister. I 
was the sister. I tried to do as much of the work as I could. 
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My brother Milo married Olive Arietta Neal, they lived 
with us for a while. I was baptized in the Green River Oct. 
3, 1909. 

I worked in the primary as secretary several years. 
After my mother’s death I served in her place as counselor 
to Mary Ellen Wilkens. I was organist in Sunday School, 
also taught a class, secretary in M.I.A., leader of the 4-H 
girls, belonged to the Daughters of Utah Pioneers 
Escalante Camp, served as Captain and as Marker 
Chairman. On August 3, 1921, I married Clarence 
Sorenson. 

On May 19, 1922 a beautiful baby daughter was born. 
Our marriage did not work out. We were divorced in 1925. 
Rebecca and I went home to my father. Grandmother 
Snow lived with us. She was one of the dearest persons 
I’ve ever known. Aunt Nell Gardner or Aunt Hester 
Barton, Dad’s sisters, would stay with us. I worked in .he 
Post Office for several years, Assistant to Postmaster 
Henry Chapman. His general Store adjoined the Post 
Office. Grandmother Snow celebrated her one hundredth 
birthday, March 19, 1928, she was active and alert, she 
read the bible by the window. She never wore glasses. July 
19, 1928 after suffering from a broken hip she died, we all 
missed her so much. 

July 30, 1930 I married Thomas Pierre Morgan. We 
moved to the K ranch in Colorado, lived in a log house 
with beautiful cotton wood trees around it. A cattle and 
horse ranch, there was a lot of work to be done. We 
carried out water from the ditch, cleaned kerosene lamps 
and filled them daily. Cooked on a wood burning stove. 
Rebecca stayed in Jensen with her Aunt Maude Snow to 
go to school and came home for the summer. 

December 19, 1933 our son Thomas Albert was bom 
a healthy beautiful baby, his grandmother Morgan’s only 
grandson, the rest were girls. 

In 1936 Pierre lost his Mother. It was a sad time for all 
of us. On April 23, 1937 our Baby girl Ellen was bom, a 
darling, loving baby. 

When five years old Tommy started to school at the 
twin wash school, eight grades in one room. Ellen started 
to school at Pops Place. 

We had all the ups and downs of ranch life, we went 
through the depression of the thirties, the hard winter 
when many people went broke. In spite of it all, we had a 
good life. Pleasant memories like when Tommy’s father 
bought him a new saddle. What a thrill. We built a new 
home in the early forties and had our first electric lights, 
powered by a Delco light plant with storage batteries, it 
was great, after kerosene lamps all our lives. We had a 
radio made for thirty two watts power. We got the news 
and Helen Trent, Ma Perkins, Cecil and Sally, and Amos 
and Andy. We had many family dinners and gatherings at 
our house. 

Our daughter Rebecca married Bill Johnston at the K 
Ranch, a gala affair, friends came from Far and near, 
Melba Lattner made a most beautiful wedding cake. We 
wept when they left for Grand Isle. La. to live. 

Pierre's health was failing. In 1948 we sold the ranch 
and moved to Jensen, then to Vernal and finally settled 
down in the Wm. Ackhurst home where I now live. We 


traveled, first to Mexico and enjoyed it so much we made 
several trips down there. We toured many of the States 
and Canada. It’s a beautiful country and such friendly 
people. Tommy was in Wasatch Academy in Mt. Pleasant 
Utah, and Ellen was in St. Mary's Academy in Salt Lake 
City. After graduation Tommy went to Colorado School of 
mining, and married Jacquelyn Drew, moved to Salt Lake 
and Tom graduated in the top three of his class from the 
University of Utah. Ellen attended the LDS Business 
College in Salt Lake. She married Merrill L. Johns in the 
fifth Ward Chapel with many friends and relatives around.

JONATHAN MOYES MURRAY

Jonathan Moyes Murray, ninth child of Jeremiah 
Hatch Murray and Karen Maria Neilson was bom 
November 8, 1882 in Spanish Fork, Utah, Utah County. 
Came to Jensen, Utah, Uintah County, when he was eight 
years old. 

He was the youngest child in the family and all the 
children learned to work hard at an early age. Since they 
were among the first settlers in Jensen, the land had to be 
cleared and planted and he learned from his father the art 
of farming which was a special talent they were blessed 
with. 

They were also all blessed with a talent for music. The 
violin was my Dad's special love. I guess that is why it 
sounded so special to me when he played it. He was a real 
Irish fiddler. The "Mocking Bird” and "Over the Waves 
Waltz” were my favorites, I think. He taught all of his 
children to love singing and music. We may have got this 
talent from Dad’s mother’s father who played the violin 
every evening with a great flair, according to his history. 

Father was 15 years old when his mother died. This 
was a great shock to the family although she had this heart 
condition for a long time and her death came while she 
was doing the family wash. Daddy quit school in the 8th 
grade. He was a good reader and had beautiful hand¬ 
writing. He was also good in math and spelling. 

He married first, Emma Hollingshead. A daughter 
was born to this union. While she was still a very small 
child, they were divorced. In 1909 he married Verlie 
Arnold Stewart, a beautiful 17-year old girl and 12 
children were bom to them, 7 girls and 5 boys. Dad was 
proud of his even dozen but always a little disappointed 
that the girls outnumbered the boys. In fact he took a lot 
of razzing because they had five girls before they got a 
boy. Then there were two more girls and four boys. There 
are 34 grandchildren and 72 great-grand, and 20 great- 
great-grandchildren. 

Daddy was a good father with a kind and pleasant 
nature, thoughtful and kind to neighbors and friends in 
need of a helping hand. In those days neighbors would 
exchange work with each other and money was always a 
short commodity. It seemed like Dad had a knack for 
many things. He could build a house or furniture and out 
buildings. 

If his equipment broke down, he could find a piece of 


iron, go to his workshop, build a fire and get the iron red 
hot, put it on the anvil and hammer it into whatever he 
wanted or needed. He could also cook and had a job with 
the state surveyors when they were mapping the land east 
of the Green River to the Colo. line. He also cooked for 
the gold miners when they worked at the dredge mine up 
the Green River. 

On wash day, which usually lasted from sunup to 
sundown, he would cook dinner for mother. He made the 
best buttermilk biscuits and apple cobbler I ever tasted. 
Then he would comb our hair when our mother couldn’t 
and he would have us turn to face him and comb towards 
the front, making the braid to loop down over our face 
and cover our eyes and nose. He would then make it into a 
loop and tie a ribbon bow on the braid. This made us very 
unhappy. 

The welcome mat was always out at our house, so 
there would be one or two extra at least half the time. 
Uncle Steve lived with us and Uncle Hyrum also, for a 
time after he had his stroke. Daddy took care of him and 
taught him to walk and talk again. 

One of the beautiful things I remember about my 
father was during the flu epidemic of 1918, nearly every 
family in the valley was sick with it. Father set up a tent 
and put extra towls, soap, a wash basin and clean clothes. 
Mama made him some gauze masks and he went out 
taking care of the sick. There were several who died from 
it, Aunt Sara Peterson lost her oldest son and he left a 
family of small children. There were many who died 
through the winter. None of us ever took it. 

Father was a beautiful dancer. He and mother took 
many prizes dancing waltzes and other popular dances, 
including square dances. He had such a happy, pleasant 
disposition, fun-loving, everyone was loved by him, he was 
a good friend to all, and they loved him. 

They sold their home in Jensen in the mid thirties and 
bought a small farm in Naples ward, three miles south on 
5th east where they lived the rest of their life. On Jan. 21, 
1953 he had a fatal heart attack and died at 70 years of 
age. Mother died of a stroke following surgery five years 
later. They are laid to rest in Maeser Cemetery, a spot he 
picked where they could be close together in death as they 
were in life. He was spiritual and had a beautiful testimony 
of the Lord, Jesus Christ and the Gospel.

JOHN MURRAY AND 
MARY ASHBY MURRAY 
BIOGRAPHIES 


JOHN MURRAY 
by Douglas Murray 

John Murray was born in Melrose Parish, Roxburgh 
County, Scotland on June 20, 1814. For those readers 
familiar with existing genealogical data, it will be im¬ 
mediately apparent that the birthplace I have stated is at 
variance with those sources. I base my premise on several 
key points. Firstly, John faithfully swore on no less than 
three occasions (twice to complete records of the Church 
Historian’s Biographies of Seventies and once at the time 
of his ordinance work in the Endowment House) that he 
was born in Galashiels, Roxburghshire, Scotland. It will at 
first appear that I have made an error — that these are 
incontrovertible facts. But a close examination of a 
Lowlands map reveals that Galashiels is in Selkir County 
and not in Roxburghshire. 

Having lived in England for several years myself, I am 
keenly aware of the average Briton's allegiance to his 
county of ancestral and home ties. Assuming that John 
was not basically different than his countrymen in this 
regard, it is more probable that he would purposely 
misinform someone about his little known birthplace 
(Melrose is hardly known out of its adjacent district) and 
in its stead declare a larger town that anyone from f 
Scotland or with a Scottish map could relate to. In his 
declaration of birth, however, he could never disclaim 
Roxburghshire as his home county, but instead began a 
village and county statement combination that would 
satisfy all interested parties. 

Secondly, the family had been living in or around 
Melrose since David Murray came down from Stow in 
1753. David’s children were born across the River Tweed 
in Drygrange, and one of them, David Junior, raised his 
family there as well. And in turn, one of these sons named 
Andrew must have also resided in the parish of his fathers. 

We know little of John’s father except what he told us 
of him. In Scottish genealogy it is not unusual to find 
sketchy data within parish registers due to the nature of 
their authorship. For example, if Andrew had become 
disaffected with the Parish Vicar it would have become 
difficult for him to get his marriage solemnized or to have 
his children christened in that parish. Or if the young 
couple could not afford to pay the several shillings “to the 
poor,” they would simply forego the ceremonies of 
marriage and christening and live outside of the Vicar and 
his records. As a result, there is much missing from parish 
registers — I believe that Andrew Murray and his family 
became victims of this unfortunate situation. 


Thirdly, although the parish records note nothing 
relating to the life of John’s father, it does record that his 
mother died in Melrose. If you consider the fact that she 
died of “declining health” when John was only one and a 
half years old, it would be safe to assume that she had 
been in the area since John’s birth. If she had been there 
then John also was either in or very near Melrose during 
his early years. 

And lastly, John’s declarations of his birthplace being 
in Galaxhiels are quite in order considering that they were 
made several thousand miles from the place in question. I 
would speculate that it became his habit while in the 
British Army to reply to inquirires of his birthplace with 
an answer his fellow Scots could recall seeing, passing 
through, or hearing about. Since Melrose is such a tiny 
village and Galashiels (which lies four miles westward and 
is much larger) would be known by more of his 
comrades, he came to use the latter as his standard reply. 

In keeping with this same thread of logic, consider 
what his children submitted to the author of Pioneers and 
Prominent Men of Utah prior to its publication. In the 
brief paragraph highlighting John’s life, he is credited as 
having been born in Edinburgh (which lies thirty miles to 
the northwest). Just as Melrose meant nothing to his 
fellow soldiers or to those who whom he later associated, 
he declared his birth in the largest nearby town; so also 
did Galashiels mean nothing to his American-born 
children who proceeded to declare his birth in the largest 
nearby city. 

The second major discrepancy which must be cleared 
up has to do with his parentage. For the early genealogist 
it became quite an easy task to match up a child with a 
parent simply because the names were the same, and 
therefore there exists several Family Group records and 
the current edition of Pioneers and Prominent Men of 
Utah with errors in them. John’s parents were Andrew 
Murray and Elizabeth Elliot as attested to by the fact that 
he declared so on the same three separate occasions listed 
in footnotes 1, 2, and 3. I personally hold this as in¬ 
contestable evidence, and refute any contradictory 
pedigrees. j 

There exists documentation, however, which would 
indicate that John was raised by his grandmother, 
Christian Murray. Three facts bear out this conclusion. 
Firstly, John’s mother died in January of 1816 and the 
eighteen month old child had to be cared for by another 
adult. Secondly, John joined the army in 1827 when only 
thirteen and a half years old. Thirdly, John’s pay record

did not list a parent as next of kin. When these disjointed 
facts are pieced together it becomes apparent that upon 
the death of Elisabeth, Andrew gave the infant to his 
mother, Christian, because he had work committments 
that precluded his raising the child. As John grew without 
the special kind of love that only a parent can bestow, it 
was easy for him to leave home at that early age and join 
the army. Once in His Majesties service, however, he 
made compensation to his loving grandmother by making 
her his beneficiary. 

Proceeding with the assumption that young John was 
raised with his grandmother, his adolescent behavior 
becomes quite predictable. He fell heir to a socio¬ 
economic future that was bleak at best. Even if his 
grandmother was not impoverished, coin and currency 
were rare commodities in rural Scotland. There, most 
people who got their living from the land either were or 
came to be simple wage-earners, and the nearer one 
approaches 1830 the greater the proportion of the rural 
population that falls into this category. The wage that they 
earned was meager and usually in kind. To illustrate my 
point here is a note taken from the observations of an 18th 
century commentator: 

“Victual (food) then is all the product of this countrey 
and when it giveth a good price then it goeth well with the 
masters and heritours (inheritors), but when it is otherwise 
they are ordinarily much strained for money. The women 
of the countrey are mostly employed in spinning and 
working of stockings and making of plaid — webs, which 
the Aberdeen merchants carry over sea. And it is this 
which bringeth money to the commons, other ways of 
getting it they have not.” 

When the chronicler said that the common people 
had no money except from their wives’ earnings he was 
not necessarily using a figure of speech, and although the 
system had become modified somewhat when John was a 
young man a century later, it had not totally disappeared. 
A Lothian hind (a skilled farm worker or servant from 
John’s area of Scotland) in the 1820's was still paid mostly 
in grain: every year he received “ a conventional quantity 
of oatmeal, barley, and pease (plural of pea), possibly ten, 
three, and two bolls (bowls full) of each” together with 
grazing for a cow, harvest victuals, and possession of a 
garden of one sixteenth of an acre. Unless the hind had a 
large family, he sold some of the meat to village tradesmen 
or farm servants who were not paid in kind. The hind 
would now, however, also get a small money wage 
amounting to a half or a third of the value of his total 
income. To a highly skilled ploughman this might by 1815 
be as much as f 15 or f20 a year in cash. The unskilled farm 
worker of the same period, the “day labourer” who lived 
either in a bothy (back room) or in his own hut apart from 
the farm buildings, was almost completely dependent on a 
money wage. Should he graze a cow and keep meal in bulk 
like the hind, he had to pay the farmer the market price 
for grazing and grain out of his cash earnings. 

At thirteen years of age, John could have still been 
living with his grandmother or could have been an un¬ 
skilled farm worker on a neighboring farm. In either 
circumstance he, although poor, had the same dreams as 


any young man of that era: after running away from home 
and finding his way to the New World, adventures and 
fortunes would await him as the ripe fruit awaits the 
picker’s hand. It is not small wonder then that he saw in 
the Royal Army a means to fulfill his vision of travel and 
learn a trade too. 

Although John's activities for the next three and one 
half years are not specifically known, I would speculate 
that he apprenticed as a wright during this period. When 
this was completed in August of 1831, he sailed with his 
regiment from Aberdeen to Quebec as a part of King 
William IV’s show of force to threatening advances by 
expansionists in the United States. Historians fail to show 
any significant border disputes during this period, so I will 
assume that John was a part of a security force of some 
kind. We can also conclude that John’s involvement with 
the Americans either before or after his desertion was not 
one of armed conflict because while he was in the 
Toronto, Ontario area adjacent to Niagara Falls he was 
free enough to cross the border and mingle with the 
“enemy”. Whether it was the attraction of America, or its 
young ladies, or both, that compelled him we do not 
know. He did serve the crown for eight months at the 
York Garrison in Toronto, however, but the freedom 
offered across the river was too much to resist. Desertions 
must have been relatively common, because in his 
Regiment alone there were seven others during May 1832. 
He probably found employment in the Buffalo area and 
sometime during the following seventeen months met the 
lovely Irish immigrant named Sarah Bates whom he 
courted and married on October 28, 1833 in Buffalo, Erie 
County, New York by Henry Slade, Esq. He took his new 
bride immediately to settle with him in southeastern 
Michigan. It was here in Monroe, Monroe County, that 
they lived for the next eleven years (Monroe lies midway 
between Detroit and Toledo). It is in Monroe County that 
we find recorded the family’s first seven children coming 
into the world: Christian, John, Edward, Richard, 
Elizabeth, Robert, an Jeremiah Hatch. Christian died 
when she was eight and one half months old, followed a 
year and one half later by the death of their third child, 
Edward, when but two days old. That was on Christmas 
Day, 1837. 

It was the birth of the last child, Jeremiah Hatch, 
which coincided with the conversion of the parents to the 
Mormon faith, and because the couple were so impressed 
with the missionary which brought the Gospel to them, 
they named their new born son in his honor. John and 
Sarah must have been very inspired with the words of 
Elder Jeremiah Hatch, for they willingly prepared to leave 
their home and journey to be with the Saints in Missouri. 
The Church was still young and there were many trials 
which awaited them as they set out to follow this new 
faith. Among the hardest decisions to make were those 
concerning the sacrifices that would be expected of them, 
and the possibility of the giving of their lives in the 
struggle (the Prophet Joseph Smith and his brother Hyrum 
had been martyred in Carthage, Illinois just two weeks 
prior to the Murray's baptism). But undaunted, John, 
Sarah, and the family took the necessary steps to outfit 
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themselves for migration, and departed to join the 
Missouri Saints shortly following their 1844 conversion. In 
their journeyings they must have at one time dwelt in St. 
Louis for their last child, Joseph Albert, was born there in 
1846 and died there two months later. 

We don’t know how much time elasped during this 
Missouri chapter, but I suspect that while there John 
responded to a general epistle sent by Brigham Young and 
the Twelve from Winter Quarters December 23, 1847, 
calling all converts of the Church to gather to the eastern 
bank of the Missouri River preparatory to the further 
migration to the Rocky Mountains. They were called to 
settle temporarily on the land then vacated by the Pot¬ 
tawattamie Indians, and owned by the United States 
Government. Kanesville (as the main settlement was to be 
called) was to be their resting place for a season. This 
Pottawattamie settlement lay across the Missouri River 
from Winter Quarters (Kanesville is present-day Council 
Bluffs, Iowa and Winter Quarters is present-day Omaha, 
Nebraska). There were about 1,500 Saints located on the 
Pottawattomie lands at this time. “Their settlements 
extended some fifty or sixty miles along the east bank of 
• the Missouri river, reaching back to the east side of the 
said river some thirty or forty miles.” John and his family 
were domiciled in dwelling 845 (as indicated by a census 
taken in the spring of 1850 for the First Presidency). 

' Robert Murray was not included in that census because he 
died earlier that year at the age of eight. 

The events of the next two years are a matter of much 
political intrigue that could easily carry me on for several 
pages. Let me suffice it to say that the political parties of 
Iowa (namely the Whigs and the Democrats) were keenly 
interested in the several hundred votes which existed in 
that county. 

The most amtibious and outgoing of the two major 
parties was the Whig Party, for its representatives openly 
solicited Mormon leaders and succeeded in capturing 
their confidence by assuring them that the Whigs were 
“pledged to them and the country to a firm and unyielding 
protection to Jew, Gentile, and Christian of every name 
and denomination, with all other immunities rightfully 
belonging to every citizens of the land.” This set of 
promises proved to be the balm necessary to restore the 
Saints’ confidence in political processes and politicians, 
and the Saints very generally voted for the Whig ticket, 
state and national. This of course embittered the 
Democratic Party of Iowa against the Saints, who, in the 
couse of the next few months, swore revenge. 

It was while the Democratic State Senate was passing 
resolutions against the Saints that the First Presidency in 
Salt Lake made it quite clear to the Pottawattomie settlers 
that theirs was never intended to be a permanent set¬ 
tlement and that they should prepare to leave the next 
spring (spring of 1852). Apparently the Saints had become 
quite comfortable in the area and really did not look 
forward to the long trek westward. But west they did go, 
and among them was John and Sarah Murray plus their 
four surviving children. Pioneers and Prominent Men of 
Utah states that they came by oxteam complete with their 
struggles, hardships, relief, and rejoicings. 


The early Church leaders wasted no time in putting 
John’s talents and energies to work and ordained him a 
Seventy in September, 1852 just a month or so after arrival 
in the valley. 

The 29th Quorum of Seventy was a part of the 
Kaysville Ward which is located fifteen miles north of Salt 
Lake City. Whether or not he resided there permanently is 
difficult of ascertain. Two months later (November, 1852) 
John and his wife Sarah received their own endowments in 
the Endowment House in Salt Lake City, however they 
were not sealed as husband and wife for another twelve 
years. 

A month and a half later, (late December, 1852) the 
John Murray family appear in the “Report of the Bishops 
of the Church” in American Fork, Utah. This report was 
ordered by President Young to account for those who had 
or had not successfully negotiated the plains, and again, I 
have no way of knowing if this was at all permanent, for no 
other records appear for him in American Fork. 

American Fork lies twenty-five miles south of Salt 
Lake City and is therefore a considerable distance from 
his first touchdown in Kaysville, but this does not end his 
migration, for his next domicile was Spanish Fork, twenty 
more miles south of American Fork. 

It is generally accepted that Spanish Fork was the 
family home for it is here that he owned a farm, raised his 
children and died. It was here, no doubt, that he must 
have practiced the wheel wright’s trade and since Spanish 
Fork is a relatively small town, I would speculate that it is 
possible that he may have been the only one in its service. 

Six months after his settling in the valley of the Great 
Salt Lake he followed the counsel of the Brethren and 
took another wife to wed. Her name was Ann Denston, 
and she was followed in polygamy some time later by 
Mary Gale. It is not known what Church callings he held, 
but we do have the word of Pioneers and Prominent men 
of Utah that he was a Patriarch. Like so much of Esshom’s 
data, it seems unlikely that he held this Church calling 
since he is not listed in the Church Historian’s file of 
Patriarchs. I would speculate that his family, who sub¬ 
mitted his biographical sketch for Esshom’s volume, 
thought of him as the head of the Murray Clan in America 
and therefore regarded him as the patriarchal head of his 
extended family. He did ordain his second oldest son, 
Richard, an Elder in March of 1858 and his oldest son, 
John, an Elder in December of 1859. Besides these or¬ 
dinations, he is also on record as having performed some 
baptisms and marriages as late as 1863. The Spanish Fork 
Ward does not contain membership records for John 
Murray so we cannot tell in what capacity he was func¬ 
tioning. 

John’s ties to Spanish Fork were not unbreakable, for 
in 1865 he accepted a call from President Young to be a 
“missionary to the Muddy.” It was not a mission as we 
know it today, and therefore he was not a missionary in 
that same sense. The Muddy was an area to be colonized 
by Mormon families because it was thought by Church 
leaders to be in southwest Utah and thereby an asset to 
them. (It wasn’t until after settlement that surveyors found 
the Muddy to lie within the boundaries of Nevada.) The 
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Kelly, Binkey, Kristen Dawn, Kelly Dean Jr., Kasey, Darin. 


and graduated from Uintah High School in May 1964, 
attended Junior Snow College in Ephraim, Utah, in 1964- 
65 and Idaho State University 1965-66 in Pocatello Idaho.

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Muddy Valley, now Moapa Valley, lies on the lower 
tributaries of the Rio Virgin about forty-five miles to the 
northeast of present-day Las Vegas and about seventy 
miles southwest of St. George. John Murray and the other 
fifty families which first saw the Moapa country were 
greeted by a lonely barren desert, which was made still 
more forbidding by being occupied by marauding Indians, 
who were always ready to attack weak and defenseless 
travelers, and neglected no opportunity to prey upon the 
animals of the whites. The colony was lead by President 
Thomas A. Smith, and his assignment was to put a white 
foothold in the area which the authorities of the Church 
ascertained was even lower in altitude than St. George, 
where cotton and other semitropical products could be 
raised successfully. Another object which Brigham Young 
had in view was the possibility of shipping immigrants and 
freight from the east and Europe to the Saints in Utah 
via the Isthmus of Panama, and then ship by water up to 
the Gulf of California and from there up the Colorado 
River to the Muddy. President Smith and his company of 
pioneers arrived in the Muddy Valley early in 1865. These 
colonizers located St. Thomas and St. Joseph on May 28, 
1865, at which time the Saints at St. Thomas were 
organized as a ward and St. Joseph as a dependent branch. 
John Murray with his family, John Murray, Jr. with his and 
Jeremiah Hatch Murray (my great-grandfather) with his 
were listed as being among those first settlers in St. 
Joseph. Its first years’ record is herein quoted in its en¬ 
tirety: 

"The settlement was organized, W. Foote was elected 
President May 28th, (organization completed after the 
11th of June) about the first of June with Warren Foote 
Presiding Elder. The city was laid out and a water ditch 
finished within ten days and the brethren proceeded to 
plant Com Sugar cane and some Cotton and garden 
produce. Considerable Com, Molasses, Mellons and some 
Cotton was raised the first year, but the brethren who 
came without families, mostly returning, weakened the 
settlement so much that the indians took most of the 
Corn.” 

Elder Erastus Snow reported to the General Con¬ 
ference in April of 1868 that the Saints of the Muddy were 
generally doing well, but “that it must not be expected that 
everything will run smooth with them, or that they will 
realize all their expectations.” He went on to say that the 
settlements of St. Thomas seemed to be holding their own, 
but that he “cannot say quite as much for those located at 
St. Joseph.” He concluded by saying that “it requires stout 
hearts to develop a new country like that; but per- 
serverance, time and patience will accomplish it.” 
Although his meaning was somewhat veiled, his words 
bring home the truth of the matter — these settlements 
were struggling for survival and would probably not last. 
Jeremiah Hatch Murray’s biography is replete with hair- 
raising stories of Indian raids and very close calls with 
death. And although he does not mention his father’s 
experiences, I would not be extending probability too far 
by claiming that John could also relate similar stories. It 
seems clear from the records that John was not afraid of 
an Indian fight, and in fact was a veteran of two. 


The first occurred during the first year of the 
colonization of the Muddy (1865) and took the form of 
scattered, yet systematic, raids carried out by various Utah 
Indians on the white settlers in the region. As recorded in 
A Comprehensive History of the Church, the Black Hawk 
War (named after a Ute Chieftain of that name) was a 
direct result of the refusal of several of the area Indian 
tribes to accept a congressional enactment requiring the 
Indians to remove themselves to the Uintah Valley in the 
eastern part of Utah, south of the Uintah range of 
Mountains. Although several of the tribal chiefs agreed to 
the treaty. Chief Black Hawk and a number of subchiefs 
were not present at any of these treaty and relocation 
meetings. Subsequently these abstaining chiefs came out 
in open hostility to the whites. 

The war itself began with the ambushing of a white 
man in San Pete County followed by a massacre of a white 
family in the same area. Soon indiscriminate killings on 
both sides spread from as far north as Utah County to as 
far south as Washington County. Although we have no 
record of any killings in the Muddy Valley, we do have the 
personal accounts of Jeremiah Hatch Murray which at¬ 
tests to the numerous raids and constant harassment by 
the natives. 

Since we know John was in St. Joseph during 1865 
and probably 1866 as well, we can assume that his in¬ 
volvement in the war took one or more of the following 
forms: defensive settler, Home Guardsman, or mercenary. 
Judging from his spirit and his Scottish audaciousness, I 
would not feel it too bold to say that he earned the honor 
of being a “veteran” by engaging in one or both of the 
latter two activities. As to the second armed confrontation 
noted by Esshom, I do not have sufficient historical data 
on this Walker War to know where or when it took place. 
Without this information I could not accurately speculate 
on John’s involvement. 

Although we do not know how long John and his 
immediate family stayed in St. Joseph, some historical 
facts lend themselves to conjecture. We know he per¬ 
formed a few of the baptisms and one marriage in the St. 
Joseph Branch during 1865 and 1866 and was therefore in 
the colony during the latter year. We also know that he 
did not remain with the settlers until they disbanded in 
1871 because he shows up in Salt Lake City to swear an 
oath to become an American citizen in the spring of 1869 
(which, by the way, was never followed up with 
naturalization proceedings). I believe he returned with the 
group leader, Thomas S. Smith, and his son Jeremiah 
Hatch Murray in the fall of 1866 due to various reasons, of 
which I shall try to relate only two. After settlement, 
considerable prosperity followed the activities of families 
Eke the Murray's until the western part of Utah, including 
the settlements in the Muddy Valley, was transferred to 
Nevada. Being a new state, Nevada was in need of capital 
and one of the surest ways to raise needed revenues was to 
tax. The taxes levied by the new state against the 
struggling Mormon colonists in the Muddy became so 
oppressive that their inability to pay contributed in large 
measure to the disbandment of the settlement in 1871. I 
believe that John could sense the end nearing and, 
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knowing that the colony would never survive under its 
present conditions, left. No doubt the danger brought to 
his family by the ever-present hostile Indians was also a 
large contributing factor in the decision to desert the 
Muddy Mission. 

Although the entire enterprise was abandoned early 
in 1871, and the towns lapsed into ruins, our story of the 
Muddy does not end here. Some years later the work of 
resettlement was begun and the little valley now has three 
towns: Moapa (formerly St. Joseph), St. Thomas, and 
Overton. These outposts of civilization exist today as grim 
reminders of our pioneer heritage. 

John spent almost the last decade and one half of his 
life back in Spanish Fork, and although the records are 
silent as to his activities, I would speculate that he enjoyed 
the rest and retreat from the desert, the Indians, and the 
inconvenience of constant mobility. After years of hard¬ 
ship and sacrifice, he no doubt found much solitude and 
warmth in that small town and took advantage of it to the 
fullest. His sons and daughters together with their children 
remained in Spanish Fork until after John’s death on 
November 15, 1880 and Sarah’s in 1882. After these 
passings, the children diffused to areas in eastern and 
northern Utah where the descendants of John Murray are 
found in abundance today. 



Jeremiah Hatch and Mary Ashby Murray 

MARY ASHBY MURRAY 
1851-1922 


Mary Ashby ws born in West Leicester, Leicester¬ 
shire, England to Samuel Ashby and Hanna Ward on April 
1, 1851. Due to the father's ailing health each member in 
the family did all they could to sustain and keep them¬ 
selves together as a family. At the age of three years Mary 
accompanied her older brother, Thomas to the box 
factory where all day long she would pack the finished 
boxes that were small enough for her to handle, into the 
storage room and stacked them in piles according to size. 
When she got a little older she helped her mother with 
glove making. Her mother prided herself as being a very 
good seamstress and would sew the fingers of the gloves 
together and Mary would turn the fingers of the gloves so 
that the stitching would be on the inside. When the days 
allotment of gloves was finished they were wrapped in a 
bundle and Mary would return them to the factory and get 


another bundle of gloves that were cut out to be sewn the 
next day. It was on these trips to and from the factory that 
Mary's brother Thomas taught her to read from the bill 
boards and from the signs in windows. 

There was little time for play in Mary’s life and on one 
occasion she took the only doll she ever had, which had 
been given to her by her brother to the wagon yard, a huge 
lot where the freight wagons were stored when not in use. 
She built a play house in one of the wagons. While getting 
out of the wagon she dropped the doll and broke its china 
head. When she went home her mother took the doll, 
scolded her sharply and she never saw the doll again. 

Her older brother walked into the country each 
morning to work on a farm. Each night he would return 
carrying a bundle of sticks or straw which was used in the 
fireplace to take the chill out of the house in the early 
mornings, as they had to get up early to prepare for the 
day’s work. Some of the neighbors being envious of the 
frugality of the Ashby family reported to the police that 
they thought Thomas was stealing the straw. Upon in¬ 
vestigation they found out it was just a bonus from the 
farmer to Thomas for being such a hard worker. Mary and 
Thomas also worked in the colliery. 

It was the custom at that time in England when 
anyone had committed a crime that called for the death 
sentence, they were hanged in public. It was also man- 
ditory that all the people of the community were to 
witness it. On one such occasion Mary’s uncle lifted her 
high up into the jail house window where she looked out 
over a sea of people and saw the body of a man dangling 
from a scaffold. 

Her family received the missionaries of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and accepted the gospel. 
When the call came from the General Authorities of the 
church for the Saints to gather in Utah, the Ashby family 
could not afford the passage for the entire family so they 
began to make preparations to send Mary to America. At 
this time she was fourteen years old. With their meager 
means they purchased the best leather shoes they could 
afford for the long walk across the plains of America with 
Hand Carts. The Sunday evening before leaving England 
for Utah, Mary walked with her family to church. Upon 
returning they found that someone had cut the screen in 
the bedroom window and stolen all her clothes. She had 
them all cleaned, pressed, mended and laid out on her bed 
ready to be packed into a bundle. Her new leather shoes 
were gone too. They called the police and the clothes 
were located, but in a pawn shop, the thief had pawned 
everything. The Ashbys did not have enough money to 
redeem them. Mary stared to America barefooted and 
very meager bundle of clothes, which contained a pair of 
cloth slippers her mother had sewn for her to wear on 
Sundays. 

The voyage across the ocean was on a sailing ship 
which took six weeks to make the trip. The passengers on 
board slept on straw ticks on the open deck. After 
arriving in America and starting across the plains, Mary’s 
feet soon became calloused and sore. There was no 
dropping out or turning back. The only course was to daily 
press on. Occasionally the water man who drove a yolk of 
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oxen hitched to a wagon filled with barrels of water would 
let her climb on the wagon where she could rest her 
aching feet. That was if some of the barrels were empty 
and her weight would not retard the progress of the oxen. 

When they came to the Platte River, they were told to 
wade across. The fathers carried the smaller children 
across upon their backs returning to double up and help 
each other with the hand carts. There was a large en¬ 
campment of Indians along the river bank which caused a 
great deal of concern among the company leaders and 
much fear among the children. However no incident 
occured and the company left the river as soon as 
possible. 

Mary told the story of a young girl who was sick and 
ailing and had become very weary. She asked permission 
to sit down and rest promising she would catch the end of 
the company as it came by. That night at roll call this girl 
was missing. A search party was sent back to look for her. 
Although they searched the country over they could find 
not a trace of her. Some thought possibly she had fallen 
asleep and not heard the last carts go by and had been 
picked up by the Indians who frequently hunted and 
followed the trails of the pioneers. 

On arriving in the Salt Lake Valley, Mary was asked 
to help out at the home of Jeremiah Hatch Murray in 
Spanish Fork. Being still without shoes she went to 
Spanish Fork. The wife and mother was sick with “milk 
fever” and had a new baby to care for. Mary assumed the 
responsibility of nursing the sick mother back to health 
and caring for the baby. A bond of friendship and love 
developed between these two ladies. Mary and Karen 
Maria, the mother of the baby. They cherished each other 
as sisters. 

This friendship grew and was extended to the future 


even into the eternity. Because on the Fourth day of 
March nineteen hundred and sixty five, Jeremiah took 
Karen Maria and the baby to the endowment house ac¬ 
cording to their faith and had them sealed for all time and 
eternity and married Mary on the same day, thus fulfilling 
the commandment of plural marriage. 

Mary bore six sons and three daughters for Jeremiah 
and resided on a small farm at Spanish Fork until Jeremiah 
sold the farm and moved her and the children to the 
Ashley Valley in November of 1886 where he built her a 
home on forty acres of land in the Mill Ward, now known 
as Maeser. A year later in the fall of 1887 he moved Karen 
Maria from Spanish Fork to a home on a tract of land near 
the mouth of Brush Creek on the west bank of the Green 
River. 

Jeremiah divided his time between the two places. All 
through Mary’s life she was a frugal person never wasting 
or spending unnecessarily. This virtue she learned from 
the hard lessons she learned as a child and a girl growing 
up in England and crossing the plains. Jeremiah eventually 
accumulated the means by which he sent for her family in 
England. Her brothers, Thomas, William, Sam and her 
mother. Mary not only raised her own family but many 
motherless grandchildren of her widowed sons. Her 
relationship with Maria was always cordial and an 
example of sisterly love. Maria passed away on June 12, 
1897, and Jerry spent the remainder of those years on the 
farm in Maeser with Mary until he passed away on Sep¬ 
tember 5,1909. Mary continued to make a home and care 
for several motherless children until the time of her death 
January 16, 1922. Mary Ashby Murray had a posterity of 9 
children and sixty-eight grandchildren all of whom are 
forever indebted to this courageous noble mother.

Mary (Mamie) A. Murray Preece was bom on the 
Green River three miles north of Jensen Bridge, May 21, 
1892, the first child of Thomas Ward and Maryetta 
Caldwell Murray. 

I had two brothers and two sisters. A baby boy died at 
birth. Fontella when she was fifteen months old ac¬ 
cidentally drank lye and died. Ward died at age three of 
Spinal Meninjitis. Fern and Delia lived and we grew up on

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the Green River Brush Creek, and in Vernal. 

I had a wonderful Mother, she was always doing 
special things for us girls. When I was ten mother gave 
birth to a premature baby. Mother and the baby both died 
leaving Dad with three little girls; three five and ten years 
old. We went to live with Grandmother Murray. She was 
very kind to us. When dad married Zinna Nickell, a widow 
with two children, Delia and I went home to live, but Fern 
stayed with Grandmother. 

Our first school up on the hill had one room, Mr. 
Pack was our teacher. We wrote on a slate with slate 
pencils. We later rode horses three miles to the Jensen 
School. I also went to Central School in Vernal, and the 
Wilcox Academy. My teachers were Wallace Calder and 
Theodore Johnson. 

As I grew up I worked out for two dollars and fifty 
cents a week for Mrs. William Neal. Also worked for 
Uncle Albert Snow. I helped with the Jensen Ferry Boat 
when he was gone. I moved to Vernal and worked at the 
Big 4 Store. It was run by Jews. Really got big wages there, 
five dollars a week. When they sold out I worked for Pard 
Dodds for two dollars and fifty cents a week. Lottie Preece 
and I got a job cooking for the men on the Sunshine Ditch. 
We got a dollar a day cooked for twenty to thirty men. 

We had two places where we had lots of fun dancing; 
the Social Hall and Jake Workman’s Opera House. I met 
Alma at a dance at the Workman Hall. He was a good 
dancer and so was I so we soon became good good friends. 
He had a pretty little horse and buggy. We were reckless 
like all the young ones and used to run races with other 
horses and buggies. 

Alma and I were married Feb. 17, 1910 at the old 
Uintah Court house, by President Don B. Colton. We lived 
on the farm that summer and ran the farm for his mother. 
In the fall we rented a little two room house of Grandma 
Weise's. We bought a stove, table, chairs and some dishes. 
Our beds were ticks filled with nice clean straw. They 
made good beds if you kept them stirred up. We washed 
them and refilled them with straw time and again. 

That fall we went to Brush Creek and on the ranch for 
my dad for forty-five dollars a month plus board and room 
and feed for our team. In Jan. 1911, we moved back to the 
Weise place where our first daughter was born, Feb. 10. 
We named her Maryetta, after my mother. 

We again went to Brush Creek and worked until the 
fall of 1912 then moved back to Vernal. Our daughter Ora 
was bom Oct. 26, 1912. We rented and ran Grandma 
Preece's. In 1915 we bought the farm and moved into the 
old house. On Jan. 28, 1916, our third child, another little 
girl, was bom, we named her Vena. She had two teeth 
when she was bom, she wasn't well and we made lots of 
trips to Salt Lake with her for surgical care. One winter I 
took my little girls and we liv^d in Salt Lake when Vena 
was operated on. 

My dad died in 1914, and left a thousand dollars. We 
built a kitchen and pantry on the house, put a shingle roof 
on the house, bought a hand turning washing machine, 
and spent the rest on cattle. 

In 1950 the Ashley Ward was organized off from the 
First Ward. I was chosen to be the first president of the 


Primary in the ward with Mable Preece as first counselor. 
I worked in the Primary for about ten years. On Dec. 19, 
1921, another little daughter was bom. Little Phyliss only 
lived six and one half hours. 

On Sunday, May 25, 1924, our little boy Ralph was 
bora. He beat the doctor and nurse. He came in such a 
hurry with only Maryetta, then sixteen, to help me. 
Another daughter Doris was bom May 29, 1926. This 
made our family complete. 

Alma was put in the bishopric in 1924, and later 
sustained as bishop of Ashley Ward. He served as bishop 
for sixteen years, and in the bishopric for 21 years. When 
Alma was bishop and building the chapel, we had some 
pretty lean days, but it seemed like the Lord always 
blessed us. The ward really progressed under his 
leadership and when he was released, they were com¬ 
pletely out of debt and had a surplus. The ward had built 
two chapels the first having been destroyed by fire. 

We had some pretty hard times after we bought the 
farm. The depression came on, and I never bought things 
we could get along without. Hamburger cost two pounds 
for a quarter, milk was three quarts for a quarter, bread 
ten to fifteen cents a loaf. We never knew what it was to 
buy bread, and we always had meat, milk, and butter, and 
a good garden. 

I was president of the Y.W.M.I.A. for twelve years 
and Relief Society teacher for forty years. I received a 
twenty year pin for Primary and was a Sunday School 
teacher for several years. I also took two classes in Red 
Cross nursing. Before we had hospitals, I went lots with 
the doctors to bring new babies night or day. Sometimes I 
helped with the babies before the doctor came, but the 
Lord was always with us. It was work I enjoyed. 

Our daughter Ora died at age twenty five on Dec. 11, 
1937, that was a very sad thing for us. Alma and I have had 
a long and happy life. We had six children, five girls and a 
boy, and they have been a pleasure. After they were raised t 
we have had lots of interesting things happen. We filled an 
Indian mission for two years, our call came Nov. 10, 1953, 
and worked in Whiterocks. It was an enjoyable two years, 
and we made lots of new friends. 

P.S. Mamie died May 26, 1970 after a lingering illness, 
Alma missed her very much. He remained active in his 
family, church, and still lives in his own home at age 
ninety-one with the support and much love of his family. 
Mamie and Alma loved to dance, and Alma attended the 
Friday night dances in the Golden Age Center, until about 
two years ago.

BONNIE JUNE MILLER ANDERSON 


Bonnie June Miller Anderson, daughter of Adelia 
Murray and Jock Miller, descendents of Thomas Ward 
Murray and Maryette Caldwell Murray married shortly 
afterworld War II to John G.E. Anderson who she met in 
Paris at a DAV Convention. They have one son, Michiel. 

Beside her busy service record Bonnie is a graduate in 
Fine Arts from the University of Utah. In her later years 
she also worked at the office of Clyde Miller at the Capitol 
when he was secretary of state. 

Bonnie Anderson is a gracious hostess, a collector of 
souvenir plates and teaspoons and commander of Utah’s 
largest unit of Disabled American Veterans. 

It is difficult to equate this imposing,! tall, white- 
haired lady with war, but during World War II she served 
overseas with the Women’s Army Corps. She was not 
wounded in action, but suffered injuries aboard a military 
craft in the Mediterranean Sea when it was caught in a 
hurricane. 

“It was a strange, frightening experience,” she recalls 
of the incident. “The force of the storm bent beds like 
hairpins. Even the ovens were bent. Our ship did a 63- 
degree roll, and we were sent below decks as human 
ballast.” 

One young lady suffered a broken pelvis when she 
was thrown against a railing. Mrs. Anderson said. "She 
was a Catholic, like myself, and wanted me to pray for her. 
I said all the prayers I knew, and went for the chaplain. 

He said it was time we all prayed. He just talked with 
God, reminding him that we had served our country well 
and were ready to return home. 

“I volunteered to go up above and brought back a 
blanket and two loaves of bread.” We all had some, there 
was still some left — just like in the story of Christ and 
how he fed the multitude, she said. 

Deep religious convictions have helped the An- 
dersons not only through war times, but before and since, 
she said. Her own devotion has manifest itself in service to 
others, particularly to veterans like herself and her 
husband. 

As local director of the National Catholic Community 
Service — an offshot of the USO — She assists in 
preparing religious services for veterans at the Salt Lake 
VA Medical Center. 

To date, she has accumulated more than 5,000 hours 
in service at the facility, not only in a religious capacity, 
but in office assistance, as a receptionist and as a phar¬ 
macy aide. 

It’s beautiful to see a patient smile when you take a 
minute to talk with him. Many of these veterans are a long 
way from home and it’s a fulfilling and beautiful thing to 
serve them” she said. 

When Mrs. Anderson enlisted on the Army, it wasn’t 
the usual thing for a woman to do. 

“I was working at the old Remington Arms Plant out 
on 21st South and Redwood Road. There was this poster 
always pointing its finger at us, “Uncle Sam needs YOU.” 
My friend and I decided. “Why not?” We were going to 
join up and get the war over in a hurry. 
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After enlisting at Fort Douglas, she went to Des 
Moines. Iowa for basic training, then was assigned to 
camps in Maryland and California. 

She was in London, living at 44 Harley St. (Doctors 
Row) and engaged in communications work, when VE day 
brought an end to hostilities in the European theater. Only 
memories of the blitz bombings and other war hazards 
remain. 

Sent with occupational forces to Weisbaden, Ger¬ 
many, she grieved for the destruction of a once beautiful 
city. “The opera house was one of the buildings still 
standing,” she said. 

She was in Paris when VJ Day signaled the end of the 
war in the Pacific as well. ‘The whole city went crazy,” she 
said. “That's when everyone loved us Americans.” 

After the Mediterranean shipwreck experience, the 
survivors found refuge in the Azores Island for a short 
time before the USS Enterprise was sent to pick them up 
and return them to the United States. 

That was in early January 1946. Before long, Mrs. 
Anderson, still single then, was back in service. 

I re-enlisted because I wanted to see Japan.” she said. 
She was assigned to the headquarters of Gen. Douglas 
McArthur, seeing him come and go for at least twice a 
day.” 

A member of the Air Force Reserve after her tour in 
Japan, she was recalled for the Korean conflict, but in the 
meantime had married and was not anxious for overseas 
duty. 

"The rules were that you could take your family along 
if you were in the first three grades of rank,” she recalled, 
“but because I was a woman, they didn’t apply to the rules 
in my case, so I didn’t go to Korea. 

At that point a staff sergeant, she outranked her 
husband, John G.E. Anderson, also a veteran, whom she 
had met at a DAV convention. She joined the 
organization because it was more liberal in accepting 
women veterans than other military groups. 

She was elected commander of Chapter 6 and its 
2,650 members in February. “There may be other women 
who hold offices in the national organization, but I don’t 
know them.” she said. 

Mrs. Anderson is concerned with declining patriotism 
jn America. The veterans’ organizations are 
losing strength as the older members become senior 
citizens and the veterans of more recent conflicts fail to 
affiliate themselves she said. 

“We have a wonderful country. There are many 
things we don’t like, but still none other can compare. We 
have to engender new enthusiasm in the home and 
community and in the schools.” she said. 

“In World War II, we were fighting ‘the war to end all 
wars,’ and there was a spirit of pride, patriotism, espirit-de- 
corps whatever. The Vietnam didn’t generate those kinds 
of feelings. Somehwere along the line, we’ve got to renew 
our pride in our country, get closer to God, and build up 
our pride in the flag.”

When the oldest children were small they lived on a farm 
in Davis Ward, where Jane had a large garden, an orchard 
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and several hives of bees which she cared for and ex¬ 
tracted the honey herself. Every year she canned hun¬ 
dred’s of quarts of fruit, many were given to the needy. 

About 1904 Sam and Ward bought a saloon (the little 
Chicago) from Harry Yamelland the family moved into 
town on the corner of fifth north and Vernal Ave., and 
later moved over by the Imperial Dance Hall. 

About 1906, he sold the business and moved back to 
the farm and went to work hauling freight by team for the 
Uintah Railway, between Vernal and Dragon. A year later 
he was made corrall Boss and the family spent the summer 
in Dragon, living in a tent and using a freight wagon for a 
bedroom. That fall he came home and worked on the 
threshing machine (jane was pregnant) with Viola. Sam, 
Ward, and Will ran the thresher together, later Ward sold 
his share and Sam and Will ran it together for some time. 
It is not known when it was sold or to whom. In the fall of 
1910 they were threshing for Johnny Bennion in the south 
end of Davis Ward. A deaf man by the name of Jim Smith 
emptied the hot ashes from his pips in the chaff, starting a 
fire, destroyed the Separator and Bennion’s grain. 

Sam and Will went to Salt lake, bought a new Separator 
and finished the harvest. Of course they had no insurance 
and had to pay for Bennion’s 'ain. 

Sam worked at various jobs while running the farm 
at the shearing Corrall and the Dipping Corrall. He was a 
school trustee until the schools consolidated, was water 
commissioner for the Upper Canal, also ran cattle and 
sheep. He died Aug. 29, 1942. 

Jane was an active worker in the church, in the Relief 
Society, Primary, Sunday School, taught Trail Builder 
class for years. She was on the origional U.B.I.C. com¬ 
mittee for several years. She was a Midwife, and brought 
well over a thousand babies into the world, in 1918 and 
1919 flu epidemic she nursed one hundred and twenty- 
nine flu patients, and only lost one. The only pay she 
received was a Jersey calf, we called her Flusey and she 
grew up to be an exceptionally good milk cow. 

She continued nursing after we moved into town and 
worked for Dr. Homer Rich, Dr. F.G.. Eskelson, and Dr. 
Hansen. She also ran the hospital for two years. 

During World War II, she worked in a garment 
factory. She was Secretary of the Ladies Safety League.

On November 2, 1892, she married'Peter Harrison 
and they settled in Vernal, Utah. Mother planted flowers 
of Moss Roses and Flocks. Years later they were still 
there. Clara Murray Jenkins remembers picking a bouquet 
of these flowers when she was a little girl. Mother had two 
children born in Vernal at this time, my sister Mabel and 
my brother Jerry. 

In 1895 they moved to Upper Deep Creek. Dad took 
up a homestead. Deep Creek is 25 miles from Vernal over 
the ridge from Dry Fork. He built a two room sawed-off 
log house and later added two more rooms and a back 
porch. My father was a successful farmer and stockman. 
After thrashing the wheat, he would take some of it to the 
mill and had their year supply of flour milled. The rest of 
the wheat was exchanged at the stores for winter clothing 
and supplies such as sugar, salt, etc. My grandfather John 
Harrison would peddle Mother’s butter, cheese and eggs 
to the Indian Agency at Whiterocks and Ft. Duchesne to 
the soldier’s wives. 

As an example of my Mother’s pride in her home and 
her ingenuity, she put building paper on the rough walls 
and ceilings and sewed carpet rages and had them weaved 
into carpets for her floors. 

They made many Indian friends while living on Deep 
Crpek. The Indians would come to their door and say, 
“Peter Harrison my friend,” and Mother would give them 
bread and if she was short on bread, she would make them 
biscuits. 

Mother had a very pleasant singing voice and she 
loved to sit at the organ and sing as she played the chords 
to accompany her. Later she developed a goiter and was, 
unable to sing, and she would go about the house doing 
her work humming. 

Seven children was born while living on Deep Creek, 
two twin girls, Zina and LaVina. LaVina died when she 
was two months old. Russell, Pearl, Bertha, Ruth and 
Frances. Bertha died at birth. It was during the time of 
Bertha’s birth when Dad had to send Jerry at 10 years of 
age, on a horse 8 miles away to Whiterocks for the doctor. 
The mid-wife was having trouble with Mother pulling her 
through this birth. 

In 1910, Father sold the ranch and moved the family 
to Glines Ward (Vernal). There he did a little fanning and 
freighting. In 1911 Carl Red was bom. Morgan and 
Margaret, twins, was bom in 1916. Margaret died a year 
later.

In 1918 Dad was appointed Government ditch rider 
on the Indian Reservation for the Upper project. In 1920 
he moved the family to the Reservation at LaPoint. He 
bought the Billie Preece homestead. They built a 5 room 
sawed-off log house. My Father was also a co-owner in the 
LaPoint Drug Store with my husband, Dan Anderson. 
Dad remained in charge of the Government Ditch project 
until the time of his death, February 16, 1929. Mother was 
left with two minor children when Dad died, Carl age 17 
and Morgan age 12. Carl married at the age of 18, so 
Mother and Morgan were left to run the farm. 

While Mother and Morgan were running the farm, 
she raised turkeys for the taxes and water. They milked 
cows for a cream check to survive on. 

Dan and I took Mother to a turkey farm near Tooele 
to purchase a prize gobbler for her turkey flock. We drove 
all the way from Tooele to Lapoint, with my 
daughters Margaret and Betty, my brother Morgan and 
Mother (with the turkey’s legs tied and at Mother’s feet) 
Dan and I in the middle of February. Raising turkeys was a 
full-time job; getting up at day break to follow the hens to 
their nests. At Thanksgiving time the turkeys would be 
ready for market. As they were choice birds, most of the 
larger and better markets in Salt Lake City were anxious 
to purchase Mother’s turkeys. I am sure one of her turkeys 
graced the Governor’s Thanksgiving table. 

When Morgan was of high school age, Mother sent 
him to Salt Lake City to complete his high school 
education, staying at my home. 

In 1937 Mother sold the farm and moved to LaPoint 
town where she built a three room house with a back 
porch. On May 1, 1950 she broke her hip. In June of the 
same year she had a blood clot form in her foot and her leg 
was amputated.^he lived with Dan and I in Vernal until 
April 1951 when she moved back home with only a 9 year 
old little girl, Ann Turner to stay with her to run errands 
and get water and wood, etc. 

Mother had two boys go on missions for the LDS 
Church, Jerry and Russell. Five Grandsons and one

Granddaughter filled missions. Dale, Clinton and Ramona 
Harrison, Arvin Harrison, Jack Jenkins and Wayne 
Harrison. She also had two sons in the Army at the time of 
War. Russell in World War I and Morgan in World War II. 
There were eleven grandchildren who served their 
country with Ferris Harrison giving his life in the line of 
duty in the South Pacific and Peter Harrison died at the 
Letterman Naval Hospital San Francisco, Ca. after a long 
illness. 

Mother was an active member of the LaPoint Ward. 
She was affectionately called, Aunt Mag or Maggie by 
many who knew her. She never let a problem or obstacle 
get in her way. She would say, "I was here first” and face 
whatever the problem was and solved it. She never liked 
gossip. If she was around gossip, she would say, “Judge 
not, you be not Judged.” She was always able to “set a 
table” at any time when unexpected visitors dropped in 
without going to a lot of preparation. It would look and 
taste as if she had spent hours preparing the food. 

Mother’s children, granchildren and friends 
remember her as a woman of great ambition; self- 
educated and very informed on politics and science, a 
keen sense of humor and an inexhaustable will to face her 
obstacles square in the eye and fare for herself, not to 
depend onothers to support her. 

Mother died April 12, 1952 at the age of 75 at 
Roosevelt, Utah while visiting her son Carl. She died of a 
Cereberal Hemmorage. 

I, Elzine Harrison Anderson am the only one left 
from a family of 12 children. I have just turned 84 at the 
writing of my Mother’s History, June of 1980. 

NANCY MABLE HARRISON JENKINS 


Nancy Mable, known throughout her life as Mable, 
was the daughter of Margaret Murray Harrison and Peter 
Hayden Harrison, born in Maeser, Vernal. She was 
married to David Franklin (known as Frank) who was 
born in Vernal. They moved from Vernal to Lapoint in

Nancy, Mable Harrison Jenkins 
1920 where Frank worked for the government clearing 
Indian lands of sagebrush for farming. Frank worked in 
coal mines, sawmills, and farmed most of his life. When 
the Lapoint Ward Chapel was to be built, the bishop 
assessed Frank to work 45 days on the building. Before it 
was finished, he had put in 59 days; mostly hauling lumber 
for the building from the Johnson Sawmill on Paradise 
Creek and freighting materials from Price. Mable taught 
the little children in Primary for 18 years, served as a 
teacher in the Mutual for four years working with the 
Beehives. She was a member of the Relief Society for 45 
years, riding a horse to the meetings and visiting the sick 
when the roads were bad for other forms of travel. A total 
of 43 years was devoted to being a Relief Society visiting 
teacher. A great deal of pride was taken in being a 
member of the Utah Daughters of Pioneers all her married 
life. 

Mable and Frank were the parents to ten children: 
David P., Lapoint; Lila Maude, dragged to death by a 
horse; Pearl Preece, Craig, Colorado; Earl H„ Payson, 
Utah; Merl Horrocks, Lapoint, Utah; Reva Workman, 
Roosevelt, Utah; Jack E. Bellevue, Washington; Frank 
W., Craig Colorado; Rex T., Craig Colorado; and Frances 
Lou, Roosevelt, Utah. 


Mable is remembered as being a kind generous 
mother, and friend to all, very proud of her Murray 
Heritage, and could recite her genealogy by memory.

ELZINA HARRISON ANDERSON 

On June 17, 1896 in Vernal, Utah twin daughters were 
born to Margaret Murray and Peter Harrison at the home 
of Jeremiah Hatch Murray. We were named Elzina and 
Lavina. Lavina passed away two months later. 

I attended grade school in a one room school house, 
with one teacher from grades one thru eight. Growing up 
on a farm was a busy and happy life. We kids did a lot of 
exploring in the near by hills looking for pine gum and 
gathering wild flowers. Another pastime was observing the 
real ancestors of this country, the Indians on their 
pilgrimage to Wyoming. It was a colorful sight, with the 
shawls and beads they were wearing the the beautiful 
horses they rode. Our family moved to the Glines Ward in 
Vernal in the year of 1910 when I was 14 years old. I 
completed my high school education in Vernal at the 
Uintah Stake Academy. 

The summer of 1916 was most memorable. While I 
was visiting my cousin and her husband, Clara and John 
Hislop at Ft. Duchesne, I met Charles Daniel Anderson, 
who later was to become my husband. 

I secured employment at Ft. Duchesne and I had not 
had any word from home for some time. One night I had a 
dream or premonition. I saw my mother very ill. This 
feeling of something wrong bothered me all morning, so I 
mentioned this to Mrs. Bonen, my employer. That same 
afternoon my brother Russell came after me and told me 
that mother was very ill and I was to go home. However, 


she recovered from the illness. 

July 4, 1917 was a double celebration as Dan and I 
were married in Salt Lake City, Utah at my cousin Maude 
Perry’s home by Bishop Warren Colton who had grown-up 
with my mother. This marriage was later solemnized in the 
Salt Lake LDS Temple. 

After our marriage Dan went to work for the United 
Grocery as a stock clerk and I worked as a cashier at 
Auerbach’s. Later, Dan volunteered in the U.S. Armed 
Service and was placed in the Signal Corps as a Bugler. He 
served overseas in France for ten months. During the 
last days of the war, he was stricken with influenza and 
further complications necessiated remaining in France 
until June of the following year. This was after the ar¬ 
mistice was signed in November, 1918. He returned home 
to the United States on a hospital ship, a very thin and frail 
person. 

After a brief stay in Vernal we settled in Salt Lake 
City and Dan went back to work for United Grocery and I 
went to work at The Paris Company as a cashier in the 
infant and juvenile department. 

March 1920 we moved back to Lapoint and on July 
24th of that year we had another double celebration, we 
were blessed with our first daughter, Margaret in our little 
one room house. In 1922 we moved back to Salt Lake and 
Dan went back to his former employer. We remained 
another two years and then we again pulled up stakes and 
returned to Lapoint. This was 1924. Shortly before 
Thanksgiving Day of that year, November 23rd, we had 
our 2nd blessed event, another daughter was bom which 
We named Mary Beth. Dad always called her Betty and she 
is known to this date by that name. Betty was bom in my 
mother’s home. 

Dan and my father purchased the Lapoint Drug 
Store, the real estate building and several lots. Dan and I 
ran the drug store which was well stocked light lunch 
items, confections, soft drinks, tabacco, patented 
medicines and I made the ice cream. The drug store was a 
drawing attraction for the towns people as well as people 
living out in the area as they would all meet, especially on 
Cream Day. We were doing real well at the drug store 
until the untimely death of my father on Feburary 16, 
1929. 

In 1930, Dan received an appointment under civil 
service to the U.S. Postal Department in Salt Lake City. 
We sold the drug store and moved to Salt Lake City. 

Our life was uneventful until October 1931. I again 
had a premonition. I saw an explosion and fire in my 
brother Jerry’s house at Lapoint. I prepared for the trip 
home the next day as I knew we would be receiving "bad 
nepvs”. That afternoon we received a telegram that 
Elizabeth, Jerry’s wife, had been severely burned and her 
little girl Barbara had died from the bums sustained in the 
firp. She was first treated and hospitalized at the LDS 
Hospital in Salt Lake. When Elizabeth was able to leave 
the hospital, Jerry had her moved to my home where I 
nursed her with tender loving care for period of about four 
months until she was well enough to return to her home in 
March of the following year. 

Following this sorrow, life returned to normal. 
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However, this was short lived. In 1933, Dan became ill 
with perforated stomach ulcer for which he underwent 
surgery. He suffered the remainder of his life with this 
stomach disorder. Finally in 1939, due to health reasons, 
he transferred from the Salt Lake City Post Office as a 
postal clerk, to the Vernal Post Office as a Rural Mail 
Carrier. He held this position until his death. Dan died of 
Thrombosis on December 20, 1958. I chose to remain to 
live in Vernal, even though my two daughters were living 
out of State. 

The marriage union of Margaret Murray Harrison 
and Peter Harrison brought forth 12 children, four boys 
and eight girls. I am the sole survivor of this family. 

I was baptized August 7, 1904 in the Mill (Maeser) 
Ward by William Rudge and John W. Galloway confirmed 
me. I am a member of Vernal 3rd Ward and a member of 
Vernal 2nd and 3rd Wards for forty-one years. I was a 
Relief Society Teacher for thirty years. At the time of this 
writing, June 17, 1980, I am 84 years old; I manage my 
home; do my own baking and canning and tend to my 
garden. My daughter Betty lives with me. I have four 
grandchildren and 16 great-grandchildren.

WILLIAM ASHBY MURRAY FAMILY 
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WILLIAM ASHBY MURRAY 

William Ashby Murray, named after his mother’s 
brother William Ashby, was the ninth and last child of 
Jeremiah Hatch Murray and Mary Ashby. He was bom 
June 21, 1882 on a small farm in Spanish Fork, Utah. 

Because of the limited opportunities for stock raising 
and farming around the vicinity of Spanish Fork, Jeremiah 
was on the constant lookout for a settlement where he 
could engage in these and other related activities. He and 
Mary didn't want their boys to go to the mines to work; 
they were fearful of the rough element that was so 
prevelent in the mining towns at that time. Mary could 
remember the dark days when her father and brothers 
worked in the coal mines in England. 

Jeremiah and Mary had already sampled life in the 
Mormon colony, down on the Muddy at St. Joseph in 
Nevada, due to the lack of moisture and year after year of 
crop failure they returned to Spanish Fork. It was the year 
that William was five years old that Jeremiah and Mary 
made their first trip to Ashley Valley, or Vernal, as it is 
called today. They were impressed with the beautiful little 
valley they found at the foot of the Uintah Mountains; and 
they purchased the homestead rights for forty acres from 
Billy Bradshaw. The deeds for the land was transfered to 
Mary Ashby Murray, July the twenty first, eighteen 
hundred and eighty seven; they paid a sum of six hundred 
dollars for the tract of land. Immediately they made 
preparations to move their family and belongings and 
make their home in Mill-Ward located in the north west 
part of the valley, today it is called Maeser. This became 
William's boyhood home and in nineteen hundred and two 
he purchased this farm from his parents and made a home 
for his family. 

It was just dusk, November 5, 1897, and five inches of 
newly fallen snow on the ground, when the Murray family 
arrived at their new home. Huge patches of sage and sand 
dunes and a silent country side gave them their welcome. 
All hands soon became busy, searching for wood to make 
a fire, pitching a tent, securing the livestock and making 
ready for the night. One of the older boys untied the milk 
cow from the back of the wagon and asked William to 
hold her for a moment. The cow being both hungry and 
thirsty immediately took advantage of the five year old, 
who desperately hung on to the rope, letting the cow drag 
him several hundred feet to the edge of a steep gully. The 
cow made a lunge and landed in the bottom of the gulch. 
Being forced to let go of the rope, William ran along the 


bank trying to get in head of her, trying to find a place 
where he could get down in the bottom to head her off. 
After tripping and falling several times he had to give up 
the chase, it was impossible for him to get ahead of her. 
The next day they all scoured the countryside trying to 
find her, because they needed the milk she gave. It was a 
main stay to their subsistance. However, she was not 
found until the next spring, where she had wintered out 
with a bunch of Sterling Colton’s cattle over on Ashley 
Creek. 

Immediately after arrival, preparations were made by 
Jeremiah and the older boys to go into the mountains to 
get logs to build a house before winter really set in. When 
the walls of the house were up to the square, and the roof 
was ready to go on, William went with his father and 
brothers over to Ashley Creek to cut cotton wood logs 
that served as rafters. The rafters were covered over with 
straw, which had been secured at the Caladonia Farm in 
Glines ward. Four to six inches of dirt was then thrown 
over the straw. This made a very good roof. Very little 
heat could escape through it. Although the winter was 
long and the floor of the house was bare dirt, the family 
was warm and comfortable that winter. When the weather 
became warm in the spring the buds on the cotton wood 
logs began to swell and soon long green shoots crept 
downward from the ceiling of the house transforming it 
into a beautiful green bowery. 

That spring was a very busy one for the Murray 
family. William being large for his age, was given his tasks 
along with the older boys. The land had to be cleared, 
many hours were spent plowing around the sand dunes 
and scraping the dirt away with a scraper and a team of 
horses. William related that it took many years before the 
sand dunes were wore away and the land level enough to 
run the water through a straight furrow. 

An orchard of about ten acres of fruit trees was 
planted and William with his ten pound lard buckets along 
with his bigger brother with bigger buckets carried water 
from the canal to water the young trees. William tells how 
hungry he got for apples as he watched these little trees 
grow and waited for them to bear. The Murrays had left a 
good orchard that was bearing fruit, behind when they left 
Spanish Fork. 

On one occasion when William was twelve, he went 
with his father back on Diamond mountain to get a load of 
wool, as they were coming down the face of the mountain 
they met one of the older brothers who had come to tell 
them that Uncle John Murray who worked for the Indian 
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Department at White Rocks had died. William’s father got 
off the load of wool, unhitched the horses from the 
wagon, mounted one and lead the other, telling William to 
stay on the wagon and watch the wool, that he would be 
back as soon as they got Uncle John buried, reminding 
him that there was plenty to eat in the grub box. Jeremiah 
came off the mountain, hitched his team to a buckboard 
and drove to White Rocks where he made a coffin and 
buried his brother. Before Jeremiah left to come back, 
Aunt Rache, Uncle John's wife, who had been ailing, died 
also, and he had to make another coffin and bury her. It 
was nearly a week before Jeremiah got back to where he 
had left William. William had eaten everything, and had 
even searched the grub box for crumbs. 

When William was sixteen and the only child left at 
home, his father decided that he and William would 
remodel their big two story home. They jacked the roof up 
and went around and around the house taking it down a 
brick at a time until they took the top story off and 
lowered the ground floor ceilings from eleven down to 
nine feet. They also took out the old cobble rock 
fireplace, replacing it with a new modern heating stove 
that burned coal. 

On October 19, 1901, when William was eighteen, he 
married Beatrice Howarth. They bought a tract of land 
about a mile west of the Davis Ward Chapel, which ex¬ 
tended back to the north about a half a mile. Two 
children, Monellie Marie and Clarence James were bom 
while they lived here. William later bought a farm in 
Maeser ward not far from his father’s, it was here that 
Bessie and Beatrice were bom. 

When the Indian Reservation was opened for 
homesteading, William filed on a piece of land in 
Hancock Coul near Roosevelt. He went into the moun¬ 
tains for logs, built a cabin and made pens and sheds 
for his animals, and did all that was necessary to secure his 
claim. It was also part of the agreement with U.S. 
government that one must live on this land. William’s wife 
Beatrice was in poor health and the nearer the time came 
for him to move the family to the reservation, the more 
William realized that his frail little wife would never be 
able to stand the stress and strain of pioneer life. So one 
night after dark he loaded all of his belongings on his 
wagon and went back to Vernal. He was glad that his 
neighbors could not see his heavy heart. The following 
March Beatrice died leaving him with four small children 
and the baby only six weeks old. 

Nov. 9, 1909, he married Emma Estella Woodruff, 
they had two daughters, Virginia and Clara Margaret. The 
following three and a half years were exciting and 
challenging to William. He bought his father’s farm, went 
into the cattle business with his brother Ward. They ran 
their cattle on Taylor Mountain. William led a very busy 
life, buying and trading for cattle and caring for his farm. 
While driving a herd of cattle from Lapoint, word came to 
him to come home that Estella was very ill. Two days 
later, March 5, 1913, she died. The doctor diagnosed her 
illness as spinal meningitis. William was left with two more 
motherless children. 

On March 21, 1914, William married Emma Elizabeth 


Hughs. To this union were born six children, Winona, 
William George Hughs, Beulah, Chester Reed, Leathmae, 
and LaRena. This period of William’s life was very 
satisfying and fulfilling, yet very busy. He loved farming 
and raising livestock, he pruned and cared for the or¬ 
chard, harvesting and marketing beautiful fruit. He sold 
his cattle and went into the sheep business, he proved 
upon grazing homesteads at Dripin Rock near Rangley 
Colorado, where his sheep wintered, and then he would 
trail them to the summer range at Paradise Park on 
Moseby Mountain. 

A public service that brought great satisfaction to 
William was assisting during the construction of the 
Maeser Ward Chapel in 1929. He took a very active part in 
soliciting and serving on committees to raise funds for the 
building. 

After retiring he took great pride in raising a garden 
every year, which he shared with his many friends. 
William died January 4, 1959, in the Uintah County 
hospital, after an illness. His wife Elizabeth preceded him, 
she died Aug. 19, 1943.

On Oct. 9, 1910, in the forenoon of a nice fall day, Dr. 
Martin delivered a baby girl to William Ashby and Estella 
Woodruff Murray. Such a disappointment. I should have 
been a boy. 

The Murray family was an extremely happy family so 
naturally I was a happy child. When I was 21 months old 
my mother died very suddenly; my sister Clara was eight 
months old and physically not the strong baby that I had 
been. My dear grandmother (Mary Ashby) moved into 
our home, Clara became so dear to her heart but it didn't 
bother me any because I was Dad’s girl. 

Grandmother had so many responsibilities caring for 
us children. Nellie, our oldest sister, had lost her eyesight. 
Brother Clarence had leakage of the heart and 
rheumatism. He spent many days in bed and he cried a lot 
for his Aunt Estella. Bessie was a happy mischievious 
child, so lovable and jolly and quite pretty. Little Beatrice 
never caused any ripples but rough me was always in the 
way, so Dad took me with him. Most places he went I was 
perched on the wagon seat or holding on to his belt behind 
the saddle, at the age of two I was riding along side of Dad 
on my own horse, old Dutch. Old Poker, my Dad’s small 
dog was much in my company when we were out driving 
livestock, he was valued as much as any hired man.

I joined them before I started to 
school at Maeser. So often at evening time Grandmother 
would sit on the porch with us and enjoyed the twilight but 
in winter time a piece of wood was placed on the fire and 
we would sit around the stove and watch the glowing 
embers, and Grandmother would tell us stories about 
England and her early days in America.

He was gased in one 
of the partials. The doctor advised salt air so we moved to 
Maliban Park.

It was here that our twins 
were born. They were premature and so tiny the Doctor 
feared for their lives. I too was so very ill and weak. Elmer 
was so patient and took such good care of me and the 
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babies as well as caring for Bobby. At this time, my sister 
Bessie died and it was a great blow to me. 

We were both homesick so we moved back to Utah 
and from there back to Craig. We arrived in Craig just in 
time to help organize a new branch of the Mormon 
Church and to help build a new chapel. As second 
counselor I was a member of the first Relief Society 
Presidency in Craig. Many of the first meetings of the 
church were held in our home.
